REPORT THAT MACEO WAS POISONED. : 


Dr. Zertacha Accused of Killing the 
Cuban General. 


New York, Dec. 12.—[Special.}—A letter 
received in this city today by a prominent 
Cuban from a friend in Havana says Maceo 
lost his Hfe at the hands of Dr. Zertucha, 
his physician. Information which was be- 
lieved to be reliable, the letter says, reached 
Havana the physician administered poison 
to his chief and made his escape into the 
Spanish lines before the poison did its work. 
Dr. Zertucha’s absence was not noticed 
until Maceo fell violently ill. Members of 
his staff hurried and searched everywhere 
for him to go to the relief of the stricken 
General, but there wasnotraceofhim. No- 
body in the camp, moreover, could throw 
any light on his whereabouts, 

Maceo died in great agony before any- 
thing could be done for him. The sudden- 
ness of his death and Dr. Zertucha’s mys- 
terious disappearance arouseg suspicions 
that were fully confirmed eventually. 

The writer adds short work would have 
been made of Zertucha had anybody in camp 
at that time been able to lay hands on him. 


GUBANS STILL DOUBT HIS DEATH. 


Steries of Maceo’s Fall Too Conflicting 
for Patriots to Believe. 
Key West, Fila., Dec. 12,—[{Special.}—Let- 
ters from Havana by the steamer Olivette 
tonight say the Cubans disbelieve Maceo’s 
death. The. evidence is too weak. Zer- 
tucha’s testimony offers many contradic- 
tions. He has made different statements. 
It is publicly declared Maceo crossed the 
trocha by sea privately. It is. said hie 
crossed by the Canas estate, near Mariel, 
amd made a bol dash across the line with 
a few followers, firing on pickets. It is 
adiiied it was Maceo’s intention to cross the 
trocha and organize t. ehforces of Havana 
Province similar to those in’Pinar del Rio, 
now perfectly distributed, comprising 12,000 
men, well armed and provisioned, and com- 
manded by Rios Rivera. If this is true it 
will destroy the rumors in circulation. One 
story says Maceo was left alone in the cen- 
ter of the staff and another that Maceo fell 
beading the charge. According to Zer- 
tucha’s story it would have been impossible 
for Gomez’s,son to write a pencil note de- 
claring Maceo had been killed. It is sur- 
prising Zertucha is ignoramt of Maceo’s 
burial place. All stories of Maceo’s death 
are confusing. 
Many believe he its still in Pinar del Rio. 
Others say his crossing of the trocha means 
defeat and gives reasons for Weyler to boast 
he pushed him out of the province and paci- 
fied it. Some others think it is only a scheme 
to create a big sensation here and in Spain 
and divert attention from the effect of Cleve- 
land’s message, with the possible view of 
making concessions to the rebels at once, 
as the leader of the alleged negro movement 
has disappeared. This would not be possible 
if Maceo existed on account of the Spaniards’ 
‘tremendous hatred of Maceo’s personality. 
Many reasons are given for this version, well- 
informed persons say. Palace officials 
been predicting a great event for Dec. 7. It 
js a notable coincidence that Maceo’s death 
occurred on the same day that Cleveland 
gave his message. It is also remarkable that 
the body is still unfound. 

Spanish sentiment is divided in Havana. 
Many still doubt. Maceo has been killed so 
often they cannot believe. There has been 
no popular demonstration in honor of the 
alleged death of Maceo yet. 

During the reception to Weyler yesterday 
an attack on the United States Consulate 
was feared and the bullding was guarded by 
Spanish soldiers. {tis said Gomez is steadily 
advancing and is now near Matanzas Prov- 
ince. It ts also reported that large masses 
of rebels are pouring into Havana Province. 
All wires are cut between Matanzas and 
Havana. The Cubans are elated over Cleve- 
land's message and the resolutions present- 
ed to Congress. 


SKETCH QF MACEO’S. SUCCESSOR. 


Gen, Juan Rius Rivera a Hero of Two 
Cuban Wars. 

New York, Dec. 12.—[ ial.j—The an- 
nouncement that Gen. Juan Rius Rivera has 
succeeded Gen. Maceo in the command of 
the Cuban forces in the Province of Pinar 
del Rio was not a surprise to those who are 
posted on affairs of the insurgent army. 
Gen. Rivera was next in command to Ma- 
ceo and a warm personel friend of Gen. 
Maximo Gomez, a veteran of the ten-years’ 
war in Cuba, and a General of distinguished 
tact and bravery. 

Although a native of the Island of Puerto 
Rico, born in Mayaguez in 1847, Gen. Rivera 
is the son of a wealthy Spanish family. His 
father was a Colonel in the army of Spain 
and’ a most loyal subject of that nation. 
Young Rivera was sent to Spain to be edu- 
cated as a lawyer and was a student at the 
University of Barcelona when the first Cu- 
ban war began in 1868. He was then 20 
years old. All of his sympathies were with 
the people of the struggling island, and de- 
spite his parentage and his Spanish educa- 
tion he gave up the study of law at Barce- 
lona and sailed for Cuba. He was welcomed 
by the Generals of the Cuban army and at 
once became an officer on Gen. Gomez's 
staff. Later he was promoted to the position 
of secretary to Gen. Garcia, then command- 
er of the Department of the East. 

Finally he was placed at the head of the 
First Battalion of Holguin, where he dis- 
played remarkable courage and ability. 

When the tem years’ war was ended in 
1878 by the peace of Zan Jon Gen. Rivera 
stood with Maceo in his refusal to accept 
the terms of that treaty. He protosted bit- 
terly against it, and when it was finally 
accepted left the island in despair and dis- 
gust and went to Central America, where 
he became a planter of wealth and promi- 


As soon as he received inteligence of the 
renewed efforts for freedom on the part 
of the Cubans he promptly left Central 
America, and, returning to Cuba, headied 
an expedition in the western part of the 
fsland, which sdon joined the army of Gen, 
Maceo and added materially to its strength. 

He ts a man of great personal magnetism, 
and the soldiers are said to be devoted to 
him. Maceo regarded him as the ablest of 
his Generals and as his natura] successor.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 12.—President 
Cleveland’s suggestion in his recent mes- 
sage that Spain grant a large measure of 
home rule to Cuba as a means of terminat- 
ing the present conflict there is expected to 
bring about early and favorable action by 
Spain in that direction, provided it is ap- 

that ite power in-Cube is supreme. 

Already the terms of Spain's plans of 
home rule for the island, have beem prac- 
tically determined. : 

They are more comprehensive than the 
proposition of tiome rule suggested in the 
speech of the Queen Regent to the last 
Spanish cortes, and embodied in a draft of 
reforms submitted to Secretary Olmey some 
months ago. They will preserve the essential 
feature of that plan, but will more fully 
carry out the spirit of home rule and self- 
government. 

The most essential addition to the former 
plan will Se that giving to Cuba enlarged 
if not complete control over the framing of 
traiff laws, which, owing to the extent of 
trade with the United States, is of firet im- 
portance to the people of the island. In 
a general way, the scope of the home rule 
plan is claimed to be somewhat similar to 
that which Canada has as a colony of Great 
Britain, the Canadian Parliament making 
its own tariff laws irrespective of the 
revenue policy of Great Britain. “ 


One Long Contemplated. 

The new measure of home rule, according 
to its advocates, is in pursuance of a policy 
entertained by the Spanish Government for 
many months, which would have been put 
into execution before the present time had 
not the insurrection. created obstacles. 

It now develops that ene of the main pur- 
poses of the return of Gen. Martinez Campos 
to Spain was to formulatemeasurespf home 
rule based upon his acquaintance with the 
island. 

It was found, however, that the inability 
to secure an accurate census of the in- 
habitants of the island entitled to vote under 
the proposed reforms interfered with the 
full development of the plan. It has pro- 
ceeded with such speed as was possible dur- 
ing the disturbed condition of Cuba, and in 
view of the position takenin Mr. Cleveland’s 
m e on the question of home rule for 
Cuba it will be brought to a mature and 
Qnal state at an early day. 

Ite main details are known by officials 
in Washington. Of these the wide power 
given to Cuba to make its own tariff laws 
is regarded as the most essential. 

As the proposed plan of reform will be 
an enlargement and extension of the home 
rule proposition of somé months ago, the 
latter becomes important as indicating the 
general lines of the plan. This was drawn 
in due form as a law, beginning: “Alfonso 
XIII., by the power and grace of God and 
the Constitution, King of Spain,”’ etc., and 
following with a complete readjustment of 
the administration of the Island of Cuba. 


Scheme of Government. 


The feature of home rule was secured under 
Art. 2 of the document providing for a 
Council of Administration, or Cuban Legis- 
lature. The Council was to consist of Cu- 
bans, fifteen of them to be appointed by the 
crown and fifteen elected by the people for 
the terms of four years each. The Council 
was given power over “ the management of 
the whole island, of public works, post and 
telegraphs, railways and navigation, agri- 
culture, manufactures, trade, immigration 
and colonization, public instruction, chari- 
ties, and Health Department,”’ these powers 
to be exercised under the supervision of the 
Spanish Government. 

On the question of framing the tariff the 
article specified that the Cuban Council 
should have advisory power, submitting an 
annual budget during the month of March 
to the Minister of the Colonies at Madrid. 
While the details of the extension cannot be 
given, yet, in substance, the change is said 
to give Cuba complete instead of advisory 
power on this subject. 

As a whole the proposed plan is expected 
to be up to the suggestions of home rule made 
in the President's reeent message. From the 
fact that Spain has contemplated it for some 
time the plan will not be open to the sugges- 
tion that it has come irr unwillingly as a re- 
sult of the attitude of the United States. 


Not Ready for the Reforms. 


Madrid, Dec. 12.—Those conversant with 
the plan of the Spanish Premier state that 
since the debate in the Chamber of Deputies 
the government has not thought of the pro- 
posed reforms in Cuba, being solely occupied 
with providing means for the success of the 
wer. While they consider the death of An- 
tonio Maceo is a great blow to the insur- 
gents, it is pointed out that some time must 
elapse before it can fully be felt. 

When Maceo and Gomez were asked at an 
earlier period of the insurrection whether 
they would order their followers to lay 
down their arms in the event that autonomy 
was granted to Cuba, they refused, and said 
they would only consent to complete inde- 
pendence and a republican form of govern- 
ment. Spain, therefore, ie convinced that 
the rebellion must be crushed by force of 
arms, and that to discuss reforms at the 
present moment would be equivalent to pro- 
posing an arrangement with the insurgents 
which, at most, would secure a peace which 
would not last six m@hths. It is maintained 
that so long as the slightest doubt of the 
superiority of Spain exists in Cuba the war 
will continue, but that when ita superiority 
is established Spain will consider the ad- 
visability of granting such reforms as it 
may think necessary. 


SPANISH GOVERNMENT’S POLICY. 


Official Organ of Canovas Contains a 
Significant Editorial. 
[SPECIAL CABLE.] 

Madrid, Dec. 12,—(Copyrighted, 1898, by 
the New York Journal.}—Liberal politicians 
consider the death of Maceo should be util- 
ized to seek by means of diplomatic action 
the end of the war with Cuba. Epoca, the 
official organ of Canovas, has an article on 
the subject tonight, and I cannot lay too 
much stress on it as undoubtedly represent- 
ing the views of the government. It says: 

** It should be clearly shown who are those 
who desire diplomatic action and what ac- 
tion it is desired to bring about, since in view 
of the recent declaration of the United States 
disallowing any interference of European 
powers in the Cuban question, would it be 
prudent, or opportune, or even rationa) that 
Spain. should request: this intervention, 
thereby constituting herself the provoker of 
a conflict,though this would not ensue, since 
those powers would take no notice of its re- 
quest? If the powers of Europe, to whom 
the United States manifestly addressed it- 
self, do not consider themselves in their own 
interest aggrieved by this exclusion, would 
they act on behalf of another by virtue of an 
impulse given by Spain alone? The reply 
cannot but be absolutely in the negative. 

“The Spanish Government is fortifying 
itself in its rights without disdaining pru- 
dence, without fear, but without rashness 
and with order demanded by circumstances 
will work in all the eventualities of the 
future as itt worked hitherto, and this is as 
much as can be desired, if ‘the people do not 
wish to seek inevitabié catastrophes. It 
may be suspected that in this solicitude for 
diplomacy those who speak so much of it 
do not precisely refer to European diplo- 
macy, but to that of the United States, which 
up to the present moment has never ceased 

be courteous with us or tried to trample 
on our rights. At this moment very reliable 
news enables us to agsert that the whole 
official extract of the Spanish Minister at 
Washington invalidates a great part of 
what, in Cleveland’s message, appears by 
other less accurate references to possess 
acerbity. : 

“The document will nevertheless produce 
a much greater good effect when it is known 
in its entirety, since it will immediately be 
seen that what in it is said about intervention 
only refers to a case when Spain herself 
should declare her complete inability to 
master the insurrection and that it would 
have no other object than to avoid the rule 
of anarchy in the island delivered over to 
the rebéls. But on thie point it is most de- 
sirable reliable politicians who. speak of 
diplomatic action should answer the follow- 
ing question: Do they wish from now on- 
ward and by reason of the death of the ring- 
leader, Maceo, Spain should initiate negotia- 
tions in order that the friendly intervention 
of the United States may take place imme- 
diately?

MURAT HALSTEAD ON CUBAN FIGHT. 
Believes Insurgents Will Win and 
Wants America to Get the Island. 
Murat Halstead told the story of the Cuban 
struggle for liberty to an Evanston audi- 
ence last night in the First Methodist 
Church. The speaker appeared under the 
auspices of the Y, M. C. A. of Nortwestern 

University. The speaker said: 

“Spain has irretrievably lost Cuba, and 
Gegserves to have lost it. It has treated 
the island with neglect. The isignd has 
practically been ruled by martial law. The 
Captain-General, who is at the head, has all 
authority, and his absolute power is not 
hindered by any Cabinet or council. 

“Cuba is a rarely beautiful country, and 
its beauty has been fatal to it. It is all des- 
Olate now. The atrocities seen: there daily 


are indescribable. It is the policy of Gomez 


to burn the sugar and tobacco plantations 
and of Spain to burn the villages. The con- 
dition of the country is the most deplorable, 
horrible, and pathetic ever seen in history. 
The atrocities there are more aggravated 
than those practiced by the Turks in Arme- 
nia. The country is utterly lost to Spain, 
for no people have ever fought so hard for 
liberty without winning it.’”’ 

Mr. Halstead said he favored the Tinited 
States getting possession of the island; also 
of the Hawatlian Islands, of Iceland, and 
of other isiands. 


Weyler’s Arrival Reported. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 12.—The arrival 
of Gen, Weyler at Havana has been commu- 
nicated to the Spanish Legation.

ALLEGES $WINSCOR USED THE MONRY 


Attorney Pringle Brings Suit Against 
the Ex-Treasurer of the Town 
of Cleero. 


Suit was begun yesterday in the Circuit 
Court by Attorney F. W. Pringle of Oak 
Park against George BE, Swinscoe, formerly 
Treasurer of the Cicero Town Board. At- 
torney Pringle asks that Swinscoe be com- 
pelled to pay a debt which Pringle esti- 
mates at $25,000 and says is due the Town 
of Cicero. 

While. Swinscoe was Treasurer of the 
Cicero Board ho is said to have had in his 
care funds amounting to from $150,000 to 
$300,000 belonging to the Town of Cicero. 
This amount he is said to have used for 
his own benefit, appropriating the interest 
from it. Attorney Pringle in his action 
places the amount of this interest at $25,000, 
but he is not positive of the exact amount. 

He has begun the suit, he says, in order 
that an inquiry in the court may decide 
whether Swinscoe is indebted to the Town 
of Cicero for interest on its funds. J. J. 
McCarthy and Thomas Jeffery, Swinscoe’s 
bondsmen, are also summoned to Appear 
as sureties. 

McCarthy is the leading factor in a suit 
begun two weeks agd against tno officials 
of the Town of Cicero, charging them with 
levying an illegal rate of taxatioa 

Swinscoe at present lives in Austin and 
is employed in Chicago by the Gormully & 
Jeffery Manufacturing company.

LAURADA WILL TRY TO CAUSE TROU- 
BLE AT VALENCIA, SPAIN. 
} ) 


Filibustering Steamer Going to the 
Hetbed of Anti-American Feelng 
for the Purpose of Drawing an At- 
tack on the United States Filag— 
Both Countries Striving to Prevent 
‘the Consummation of the Pilot—De 
Lome and Olney Confer. 


-- 


Madrid, Dec, 12.—It is reported here that 
the United States Government has in- 
structed Theodore Mertens, the United 
States consular agent at Grao, four miles 
from Valencia, to adyise the Captain of 
the Laurada not to attempt to enter the 
port at Valencia. If the Captain of the 
Laurada insists upomw entering the harbor 
he must take the rezponsibility.  , _ 

It is said the Laurada is expected to ar- 
rive at Valencia on Monday. 

It now transpires that the semi-official 
statement published by the government 
organ El Imparcial on Nov. 8 that the Amer- 
ican Cuban filibuster steamer recently load- 
ing at Messina, Italy, would not touch at 
Valencia, Spain, but that its cargo was in- 
tended for Valencia, Venezuela, was made 
with the view of calming any excitement 
which might have been aroused in Spain 
upon the subject. 


To Provoke a Demonstration. 


The statement was planned also for the 
purpose of giving the Laurada people an 
opportunity to reconsider their determina- 
fion to put Into the Spanish port, the report 
having been widely circulated that the 
Laurada was to be taken to Spanish ports 
with the object of provoking a demonstra- 
tion and bringing about trouble between the 
United States and Spain. Meanwhile, it is 
understood, efforts wem® made to persuade 
the Laurada people from carrying out their 
project. . United States Consular Agent 
Mertens, telegraphed to Hannis Taylor, the 
United States Minister here, asking for in- 
structions, and warning him of the angry 
feeling prevailing atWalencia. He said the 
port authorities had decided if the Laurada 
arrived not to allow it alongside the quays, 
so as to preyent the possibility of any attack. 
In addition the.Jocal authorities at Valencia 
took steps to energetically suppress any 
anti-Laurada manifestations. 

Dispatches from Valencia today announced 
that the merchants and shipowners of that 
place, including the foreigners, had resolved 
not to assist in discharging the cargo of the 
Laurada. . The newspapers there and in this 
city have expressed the opinion that the voy- 
age of the Laurada to Spain was deliberately 
undertaken with a view of provoking a clash 
between the United States and Spain. 


De Lome Confers with Olney. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 12.—The trouble 
arising over the attempt of the American 
sieamship Laurada to enter the port of 
Valencia; Spain, has been fully communicat- 
ed to the authorities here. Sefior Dupuy de 
Lome, the Spanish Minister, was at the State 
Departmént today, and it is understood t 
his main purpose was to confer with re- 
tary Olney regarding the Laurada. No an- 
nouncement has been made of the attitude 
of the United States, but there is good rea- 
son to believe the officials of both govern- 
ments will act together to prevent sensa- 
tional developments and to keep the Laur- 
ada from an enforced entrance into a Span- 
ish port where, it is believed, its entering 
is designed to stir up a conflict and possible 
riot among the excited populace. 

The Laurada has figured prominently in 
connection with filibustering charges 
brought,in the courts of the United States. 
Its owners have been indicted for alleged 
filibustering, and one of the cases in which 
the Laurada is concerned comes up for 
trial at Philadelphia on next Monday. 


Why It Goes to Valencia. 


It is claimed that the Laurada’s present 
movement to a Spanish port is designed to 
precipitate an outbreak and some indignity 
to the American flag which it files. As an 
evidence of this it is potnted out that the 
Laurada has chosen to go to the Spanish 
port which has shown the most excitement 
during the present trouble. It was there 
that student riots were aroused and an ex- 
cited mob threw stones at the American 
Consulate, and allegations are made that a 
Cuban formerly connected with the Cuban 
Junta at New York headed this demonstra- 
tion at the American Consulate with a view 
to stirring up a conflict between the two 
governments. This fact is cited in connec- 
tion with the arrival of the Laurada, as the 
same man, it is asserted here, is arousing a 
popular demonstration against the Laurada, 
hoping to cause an insult to the American 
flag which will provoke a rupture. 


DAUNTLESS OWNER ASKS DAMAGES. 


Sues United States Officials for Detain- 
ing the Vessel, 
Jacksonville, Fla., Dec. 12.—W. A. Bisbee, 
owner of the tug Dauntless, has entered suit 
against Capt. W. F. Kilgore of the revenue 
cutter Boutwell and C. R. Bisbee, Collector 
of Customs, fér $20,000@ach in the State Cir- 
cuit Court for the unlawful detention of the 
boat last Sunday when it. was endeavoring 
to leave port to save the schooner Nathan F’, 
Cobb, reported ashore at New Smyrna.

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ASPHYXIATED IN BOSTON. 


lieve the Tragedy Was Accidental, 
Although Many Declare the Couple 
‘Committed Suicide — Man Is from 
Chicago and the Girl from Ken- 
tucky. | 


Boston, Mass., Dec. 12.—[Special]}—In a 
richly . 
hotel on St. Botolph street a double tragedy 
Was enacted this morning which savored 
strongly of suicide. The victims, who it is 
supposed deliberately turned on the gas in 
the room and then lay down to die, were 
Mary L. Collins, a pretty brunette, 20 years 
old, and Samuel P. Putnam, formerly of 
Roxbury, but recently of Chicago. 

After looking into the matter the police 
discarded the suicide theory. They found 
Ahat Mr. Putnam and Miss Collins were to 
have gone to New York this afternoon to 
attend a farewell banquet to be given to a 
number of their club who were upon the eve 
of their departure for the Old World, It was 
also found that the gas escaped from a valve 
at the back of the regular valve, which had 
deen placed there for the purpose of attach- 
dng a lamp tube, and it is thought that the 
cock of the valve was accidentally turned on 
when the other valve was lighted 


Putnam a Free-Thinker. 

Putnam waga lectureron “ Free Thought” 
and President of the American Free Thought 
Federation, while Miss Collins acted as his 
traveling companion. They were what are 
commonly called socialistic exponents in its 
broadest meaning. The man was about 58 
years of age and was deeply attached to his 
young companion. 

The girl, before taking up with Putnam, 
resided with her parents at Midway, Ky. 
She was a promising writer and lecturer on 
the same subjects as Putnam advocated. 
Medical Examiner Draper, who viewed the

bodies, declines to say whether the.victims 
met death by an accident or otherwise. He 
has reserved his opinion as to the manner 
of death until the case is looked into fur- 
ther. 

If the couple committed suicide they did 
so owing to their inability to procure money 
sufficient to enable them to live in such 
style as they desired, it is said. When the 
occupants of the house smelled the gas this 
morning and the door was broken In the 
bodies, fully dressed, lay upon the floor. 


That of Miss Collins was across that of Put- 


nam. A half-filled bottle of wine and an- 
other of benedictine stood on a table. 


One of the Saddest of Cases. 

The case is one of the saddest that the 
police have investigated for a long time, 
as Miss Collins was just in the prime of 
life and had become prominent in her fol- 
lowing. She was rather pretty, of good ap- 
pearance, and had a handsome figure. So 
far as can be learned she had no relatives 
in this section of the country. 

On the other hand, Mr. Putnam has a 
sister on Cedar street. Roxbury, and she 
will take charge of his remains, while it 
is probable that the remains of Miss Col- 
lins will be looked after by Boston Free- 
Thinkers, who will have the body sent to 
her former home. 

Mr. Putnam had established quite a repu- 
tation among the liberal Free-Thinkers and 
had traveled extensively throughout the 
country. His father was a Congregational 
minister of Chichester, N. H. He graduated 
from Dartmouth College and fought through 
the war in the Department of the Gulf. In 
1865 he entered the Theological Seminary of 
Chicago and graduated. He became a Uni- 
tarian and then a Free-Thinker, edited a 
free thought newspaper in California, and 
has written and spoken extensively. In 1892 
he was chosen President of the Free 
Thought Federation of America. 


SKETCH OF MISS COLLINS’ LIFE. 


Had a Wonderful Knowledge of the Re- 
ligions of the Wérld. 
Lexington, Ky., Dec. 12.—[{Special.]—Miss 
May L. Collins, who was found dead in Bos- 
ton with 8S. P. Putnam of Chicago, is the 
daughter of Dr. T. C. Collins of Midway, 
Ky. She was 21 years of age. She gradu- 
ated from Daughters’ College, Harrodsburg, 
Ky., several years ago at the head of a large 


class. 

In 1894 she began writing articles for the 
Blue Grass Blade of this city, an infidel- 
temperance paper. C. C. Moore, the famous 
infidel, who has been in jail twice for pub- 
lishing blasphemous articles, is the editor 
of the paper and he took a great interest in 
the young woman on account of her unusu- 
ally bright mind and her wonderful know!l- 
edge of the religions of the world. She had 
read every book she could find on religions 
and was as well.posted on the Koran as she 
was on the Bible, and she knew all about the 
beliefs of the Buddhists, Brahmins, and 
other ancient and modern religions. 

Her articles in the Blade brought her into 
prominence among the free thinkers of the 
country, and she was induced to take the 
lecture platform. She delivered her first 
lecture in Cincinnati last spring and re- 
ceived favorable mention by the press of that 
city. She had been studying hard ever since 
to prepare herself for the lecture field and it 
is believed by her friends that her mind was 
unbalanced by close application to her books. 
She attended the free thought congress in 
Chicago recently, before which she lectured. 
She came of a good family. 


PUTNAM’S LAST APPEARANCE HERE. 


Story of His*Meeting Miss Collins at 
the Freethinkers’ Convenfion. 

“We do not undertake to settle the prob- 

lem of the universe. We cannot solve the 


mysteries of death.” 

These words formed part of the speech 
with which Mr. Putnam, as President, 
opened the annual congress of the Ameri- 
can Secular Union and Free Thought Feder- 
ation in this city on Nov. 13 Tast. 

During the sessions of that congress 
Charles Watts of the British Secular So- 
ciety said: 

‘The free thought philosophy is based on 
three fundamental principles. The first is 
that supreme attention should be paid to 
this life. The second is that reason, aided 
by experience, is the best guide. The third 
is that the eclectic principle should be ap- 
plied to all thought and movements.” 

For many years Mr. Putnam had been 
noted as a lecturer in the fieki of Free- 
Thinkers. He was a graduate of the Chi- 
cago Theological Seminary and had been 
an’ orthodox minister. Later he preached 
in liberal churches, and in 1887 became in- 
terested in free-thought work and was made 
President of the American Secular Union. 
His office as President of the Union was at 
No. 141 South Water street with the com- 
mission firm of E. C. Reichwald & Bro., 
the members of the firm both belonging to 
the Free-Thinkers. 

During his service as an orthodox min- 
ister Mr. Putnam preached at Malta and 
De Kalb, Ill. In 1871 he entered the Unita- 
riam denomination and filled pulpits at To- 
ledo, O.; Omaha, Neb.; North Platte, Neb.: 
Evansville, Ind.; Northfield, Mass.; and 
Vincennes, Ind Prior to his course in 
theology at the Chicago Seminary he had 
served as a volunteer in the Union army 
with rank as Captain. ‘ 

In 1892 Mr. Putnam succeeded Robert In- 
gersoll as President of the Free-Thought 
Federation. Last year he made a tour of 
a and France, giving lectures on his

St. Paul, Minn., Deo, 12.—[8pecial.]—A curi- 
ous cave has been » Or rediscoyv- 
ered, at Lamoille, sixteen miles below 
Winona, It is in an unfrequented locality, 
and the entrance is reached after a tramp on 
low and marshy bottoms. Until lately this 
cave has been considered nothing beyond 
the usual kind found in the bluffs around 
there, but recently a Winona scientist, in 
reading a work of the great explorer, Jona- 
than Carver, noticed he had made mention 
of a wonderful Indian picture cave situated 
near Lamoille, the walls of which were one 
mass of Indian writings and picture work, 
one figure cut upon another, 

The cave has a semicircular entrance 

fifty feet wide, and at the highest point 
twenty feet. Upon efitering the fact is dis- 
covered that it is a large room, oblong in 
shape. This chamber is a hundred feet tong, 
running from side to side, and about seventy 
feet in width. The roof arches to a height 
of nearly twenty-five feet. At one end bub- 
bles up a little spring, which flows out into 
the marsh below. 
_ The walls are found to be a mass of Indian 
writings when the moss of cehturies is once 
brushed away. These writings have been 
partially destroyed by the falling down of 
large portions of, the sandstone roof and at 
other points where persons have scratched 
the surface smooth and placed their own 
initials. there. One figure especially prom- 
dinent is that of a man.” A part of it has been 
destroyed, but enough remains to show the 
figures to be nearly six feet long and fairly 
— proportioned, though very rude in de- 
sign. 

A place where the water has prevented 
people from marring it is literally covered 
with drawings of raccoons, eagles, muskrats, 
beavers, rattlesnakes of all lengths, birds, 
buffalo heads, and hosts of other animals. 

This cave has been recently examined by 
a local scientist and authority on these sub- 
jects, and all the pictures pronounced be- 
yond a doubt to be the work of Indian tribes, 
mostly the Sioux, who lived in the neighbor- 
ing region for centuries perhaps before white 
men arrived here. The pictures are thought 
to be the historical records ofthetribe. The 
Indians retain this system of preserving their 
history, and if the marks could be translated 
they might give a great deal of hidden Indian 
history. 

A large number of drawings of the 
various pictures have been mage and also 
photographs taken. An effort will be made 
to get their meaning translated. The pictures 
are so cut, one upon another, that it is diffi- 
cult often to follow the correct lines.

Mr, Baker said he had received an intima- 
tion that the club wowld like to have him 
speak on the effects, present and prospec- 
tive, of the recent Presidential election on 
the business of the country: He supposed 
that there was not a person present who had 
not experienced a feeling of half-disappoint- 
ment at the condition of business since the 
election, For it could not be denied that, in 
banking, rates had gone down, and there 
were not the calls for loans that were expect- 
ed a short time ago. But for his part he did 
not think there was any good ground for 
disappointment.

Mr. Baker said he was disposed to take 
a broader view of the situation than a mere 
inquiry whether business was a littie better 
or worse. The proper question for sensible 
men was had there been any change in the 
financial conditions of the country which 
promised permanent relief to the country. 

In speaking on that point he protested 
that. he. did not speak as a politician. He 
had n a Democrat, but he voted for Mc- 


and, in fact, he was no longer a Democrat. 

Having promised this much, he wished to 
eall attention to the fact that the country 
was now afflicted with the same mnocongru- 
ous financial system and was suffering from 
the same endless chain evil in the reserve 
that troubled it before McKinley was elect- 
ed. He, for one, was conyinced that al- 
though confidence had been temporarily re- 
stored, the country was really exposed to 
the same danger of panic as before, and that 
panics would inevitably ensue uniess there 
was wise and much needed legislation on the 
currency. 

Congress Is Discouraging. 


He said he had been profoundly discour- 
aged to see that the present Congress, in- 
stead of considering how it could shield the 
country from the coming storm, had ad- 
dressed itself at once to the tariff question. 
This he regarded as trifling with the people. 
Any one who attended the campaign meet- 
ings knew that the anxiety of the entire 
people centered on the money question, and 
their representatives in Congress ought to 
pay more attention to their wishes in this 
regard. He was disappointed and humiliat- 
ed. at the course pursued, for he regarded it 
as little better than criminal. 

In conclusion Mr. Baker called upon busi- 
ness-men everywhere to speak out, and to 
do what they could to induce Congress to 
take proper steps in regard to the currency 
before the storm broke. 

After Mr. Baker’s address a few remarks 
were made by the Rev. N. M. Waters of 
Evanston.

With the exception of somé manufacturing 
property on Polk and Ewing streets, a few 
‘respectable-looking stores on Halsted, anil 
a number of substantial houses on Forquer 
street, just east of Halsted, the majority of 
the houses are old frame structures built 
many years ago, and which seem to have 
never been painted or repaired since. In 
the majority of cases the plaster is begrimed 
with dirt, the paint has scaled off or stands 
out in great black blisters, and the sanitary 
arrangements are the most primitive. A 
house with trapped plumbing is the rarest 
thing in this section.

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REFUSES A a FOR THE KILLING. 


Chief Badenoch Will Not Allow the 
Pablic Electrocation of the 
Elephant Gypsy. 


Chief of Police Badenoch refused yesterday 
afternoon to permit the public electrocution 
of Gypsy, the elephant. Agent Wilson, rep- 
resenting W. H. Harris, the owner of Gypsy, 
made a written application for a permit 
to electrocute her in public at Tattersall’s 
on the night of Jan. 1. The application 
was referred to the Police Department for 
a report, and the following reply was sent 
to City Collector Maas: 

“The written application is recommended 
against on the ground of possible danger to 
life of those attracted to witness said exe- 
cution. J. Jd. BADENOCH, Supt. 

* Dec. 12.” 

Commissioner Downey said later: “ No 
assurance was given me that the elephant 
might not break away before she was killed 
and cause a panic among the audience. 
Many persons might be killed or injured 
by an accident of the kind, and I doe not 
propose to give any consent to such a per- 
formance. Leaving, aside the humane part 
of the question, and the effect which a pub- 
lic electrocution might have on public mor- 
als, I believe the performance is positively 
dangerous and strenuously object to it.”’ 

Agent Wilson says the proprietor of the 
Nickel-Plate Circus tay refer the matter 
to the Mayor for settlement. 

Gypsy has found a sympathizing friend in 
Vincent L. Tissera, one of her Cingalese 
countrymen, who came from Colombo, Cey- 
lon, in 18983 ap the superintendent of the 
agricultural department of the Ceylon ex- 
hibit at the World’s Fair, and has resided 
in Chicago ever since. 

Mr. Tissera came to the office of Tue 
TRIBUNE yesterday and begged that some- 
thing might be done to save Chicago and 
America from the disgrace of elephant- 
killing. He said he was a Christian and 
a member of the Episcopal Church, but that 
his ancestors were Buddhists, and that he 
retained much: of the Buddhist horror of 
the slaughter of the lower animals. 

‘* Now, as to this elephant,” said Mr. Tis- 
sera, ‘“‘to kill her would be a crime She 
has a fever and may grow kinder when 
she grows well, She hae, been brought to 
this country against her will to gratify the 
curiosity and minister to the pleasure of 
the people. I think it as little as they can 
do to return her to her own land I wish 
a subscription to be started for this pur- 
pose. Let Gypsy be sent to India and turned 
loose in the jungle again. If no oneelse, the 
Republican party should advocate this be- 
cauee the elephant is the emblem of Re- 
publicanism.”’ 

Mr. Tissera is a wholesale tea merchant 
on River street and says there are only two 
other Cingalese in Chicago.

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SIXTH CONSTABLE SENT IN TEN DAYS 
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The Rev. William G. Clark of the Civic 
Federation Is After the First Ward 
Alderman for Keeping His Madison 
Street Saloon Open on Sundays— 
Man of the Pall and the Pompa, 
dour Hair Says He'll. Put Up a 
Fight. 


Ten whole days were required by the Rev. 
William G. Clark of the Sunday Observance 
committee of the Civic Federation to find a 
constable with temerity enough to arrest 
Ald. “ Bath-House” John Coughlin on a 
charge of keeping his Madison street saloon 
open on Sundays. 

Five different constables are said to have 
started out with the warrant, which was 
sworn out before Justice Callum of Bvans- 
ton, and each in his turn fell down before the 
mighty pull of the Alderman with the pom- 
padour hair. 

Yesterday afternoon the warrant was given 
to Constable W. H. Underdown of Justice 
Martin’s court, who lives in Evanston, The 
constable went to the Alderman’s saloon and 
began to read the warrant. 

Just as he had got fairly started, the Al- 
derman, who was behind the bar, made a 
break for the side door and started = run 
up-stairs, acco to the constable. The 
latter ran after him and caught h half 
way up, and ordered the mighty man of the 
First Ward to surrender. 

Then the Alderman, who is not much of a 
sprinter, and who was already out of breath, 
gave up, and was marched down the stairs 
again, and while the constable held him by 
the coat, he removed his white apron and 
prepared to follow. 

To save the trouble of a trip to Evanston, 
Justice Callum had come to Chicago, and 
Ald. Coughlin was brought before him in 
the Ashland Block. The case was set for 
Dec. 22, and the prisoner was allowed. to go 
in bonds of $1,000, which he furnished him- 


self, 

“It took them ten days to find a constable 
who would serve a warrant on me,” said 
Ald. Coughlin last night. “I am going to 
fight sy case and make it warm for that 

eacher.”’ 


DENY UNWHOLESOME MEAT IS SOLD. 


Inspectors and Health Officials Assert 
the System of Inapection in Chi- 
cago is Perfect. 


Butchers, meat inspectors, and health au- 
thorities yesterday denied the statement 
that unwholesome meat was being served 
put to Chicago people. The system of Chi- 
cago meat inspection was pronounced the 
most perfect of any city in the world. At 
the same time it was admitted the work 
could be more thoroughly covered by the 
employment of more inspectors. 

, The Secretary of the Board of Health, H. 
T. Carr, said: 

* The city has ten meat inspectors—five at 
the Stock-Yards, two at depots, two at South 
Water street, and one at Fultonstreet. The 
gervice is better than in any large city I 
know of, and with the present number of in- 
@pectors at our command could not be im- 
proved upon. At least 90 per cent of the 
yneat consumed in Chicago passes through 
their hands. Besides these are also the 
State and government inspectors. 

‘* We should have more inspectors in order 
to look after the markets in poor localities, 
and prevent the selling of tainted meat, and 
to provide for better sanitary regulations in 
¢many of the shops and storehouses. Some 
of them are extremely filthy, and ought to be 
Jooked after im the interest of public health. 
But I do not think diseased: meat ever passes 
ar escapes inspection. The penalty is heavy 
for shipping diseased cattle to the city with- 
gut open inspection.”’ 

Charlies W. Baker, Secretary of the Chi- 
cago Live Stock Exchange, was emphatic in 
his indorsement of the work of inspection. 

“ About 25 per cent of the cattle arriving 
in Chicago are condemned for examination. 
Only about one-third of these pass muster 
and escape the fertilizing tank. Shippers 
who attempt to secretly ship diseased meat 
from the country are soon found out.” 

Several prominent South Side butchers de- 
glared the inspection had greatly improved 
within the last five years.

SOIT UNDER ‘THE ‘ALIEN LAND LAW. 


State of Kentucky W111 Try to Reclaim. 
Property Belonging to an Amer- 
ican Born Foreigner, | 


Henderson, Ky., Dec. 12.—[Special.}—An 
unusual suit, which will be watched with in- 
terest all over the United States, wae filed 
here today, it being stated that the point in- 
volved is raised for the first time. | 

The State seeks, under the alien land law, 
to reclaim property valued at $30,000 because 
the owner afterwarde becaitie a subject of 
Great Britain, the contention being that he 
thereby forfeited his right to own property in 
the United States. 

Mrs. Mary Newcomb and others aré made 
defendants, There are complications be- 
cause Mrs. Newcomb is the second wife, but 
this does not affect the particular point at 
issue. E. B. Newcomb, now deceased, owned 
various pieces of property in and about Hen- 
derson. At the breaking out of the civil war 
he fled to Canada, where he later took an 
oath of allegiance to the Queen of Great 
Britain and never returned to this country. 
He became a British subject thirty-three 
years ago. A contest of the will by a son of 
Newcomb by his first wife is now pending in 
the higher courts. 


MAKRS A PLEA FOR DRATH PERALTY. 


Gov. Stone Offers a Reward for the St. 
Louis Train Robbers and Talks 
ef the Crime, 


Jefferson City, Mo., Dec. I2.—Gov. Stone 
issued a proclamation today offering a re- 
ward of $100 each for the arrest and con- 
viction of the robers who held up the Iron 
Mountain passenger train in St. Louis. In 
his proclamation Gov. Stone calls attention 
to the repeated train robberies in Missourt, 
and says it is a crimé that brings the State 
into public disrepute to an,extent greater 
than any other crime on thé calendar. He 
adds: 

“It is a crime that should be broken up, 
and I confess disappointment and impa- 
tience that juries do not deal with criminals 
of this clase with the utmost sévVerily.’’ 

Gov. Stone concludes by stating that he 
beleives the infliction of the extreme penalty 
provided in the State law of 1895, which 
provides death or imprisonment for train 
robbery, acocrding to the d@igstretion of the 
jury, would have a salutary effect. 


MRS. CLEVELAND VISITS PRINCETON, 


Inspects the Sliddel House, Orders an 
Addition Built, and Returns to 
Washington. 


Princeton, N: J., Dec. 12.—[Special.]—Mrs. 
Cleveland paid Princeton a flying visit this 
afternoon in order to inspect the Sliddel 
mansion on Bayard avenueé, recently pur- 
chased for a residence by President Cleve- 
land. 

The party was met at the Princeton 
depot by Professor Andrew F.. West and was 
driven to the house. Aftersecing her future 
hOme Mrs. Cleveland was escorted around 
Princeton ‘University campus and the prin-

her. The party left town for Washington 
this evening.

CURFEW LAW 1S UNCONSTITUTIONAL. 


Nebraska Court Decides That Justice: 


Courts Have No Jurisdiction Over =: 
Minors Under 16. 


Omaha, Neb., Dec. 12.—[Special.}--Today 
Judge Baker denied the authority of the 
City of Omaha to render ineffectual by or- 
dinance one of the statutes of the State. The 
decision declares that the city “ curfew” 
ordinance is unconstitutional, as it conflicts 
with the statute of the State providing for 
the punishment of minors. 

This statute provides that a Justice of the 
Peace or other inferior court has no power to 
inflict punishment ona minor under 16 years 
of age. It prescribes that in such cases the 
Justice or Magistrate shall simply investi- 
gate as to there being sufficient cause for 
punishment and if there is cause that he 
shall hold the culprit to the district court. 

The case decided was that of Ross Crone, 
the only boy who has been arrested under 
the curfew ordinance, the case having been 
regarded by the authorities as a test case. 
Judge Baker; in giving his decision, simply 
passed on the one law point and dismissed 
the case against Crone. 


DISCHARGES STATION AGENT HENRY 


Racine Ex-Agent Asserts It Is the Work 
of His Enemies. 

Racine, Wis., Dec. 12.—[Special.]—The sud- 
den removal'of C. 8 Henry, agent for the 
Chicago and Northwestern railroad at Ra- 
cine, was the topic of discussion in business 
circles today. Officials of the railroad com- 
pany, who are in this city, refuse to be inter- 
viewed regarding the dismissal of their 
agent. It was thought the scandal he be- 
came involved in with Mrs. C. M. Kimball, a 
Chicago woman who was arrested by Mr. 
Henry for alleged attempted blackmail, was 
the only charge against him, Later devclop- 
ments proved there were other charges 
which helped him to lose his position. 

It is alleged that he had circulated scan- 
dalous stories regarding one of Racine’s 
most estimable women. When the husband 
ealled him to account in the office of an at- 
torney, Mr. Henry, it is said, made a verbal 
apology, but refused to make a written 
apology. He claimed he only repeated what 
he had heard. 

The officials of the road investigated these 
stories, it is said, and found them to be un- 
true. Mr. Henry claimed he was not the 
originator of these stories, while the hus- 
band claims he was. 

Mr. Henry claims the charges against him 
are akin to blackmail and that they are in- 
stigated by his enemies. Sensational stories 
are promised when the case comes to trial. 
Henry has been agent here for three years. 
His successor, D. L. Sturges of Chicago, has 
already taken charge of the company’s af- 
fairs in this city.

The matter is really of more vital 
importance to England than the whole 
miserable wrangle about the Sultan’s rule 
at Constantinople, for it gives a rendezvous 
and a supply depot to the Franco-Russian 
fleet at the very point where England's line 
of connection with India could be most 
easily smashed. 

Next we hear that very likely some similar 
concession has been obtained by Russia or 
France in the neighborhood of the entrance 
to the Persian Gulf, and so the game will 
go on till England, still listening to the fools 
who babble about Russian friendship, sud- 
denly finds herself compelled to fight for her 
life.

London, Dec. 12.—[Copyrighted, 1896, by 
New York Sun.}—An increasing activity in 
diplomatic circles throughout Europe is suf- 
ficient indication that: by the time Partlia- 
ment meets next month international pol- 
ities will have acquired a highly interesting 
if not genuinely acute phase. The present 
policy in official quartere. in London is to 
minimize the importance of pending events 
as long as possible. There is no doubt that 
when the time for official declaration does 
arrive every effort will be made to turn 
the prospective settlement of the Turkish 
question into a triumph for British diplo- 
macy in order to offset the great advantages 
in the Far East which Russia is on the 
point of acquiring. 

It is doubtful if Lord Salisbury’s govern- 
ment can produce this desired effect.

Reichstag and Police Scandals, 

Social Democrats in the Gcrman Reichstag 
are preparing for a grand field day next 
week over the secret police scandal, and 
will have one if the President allows the sub- 
ject to be brought up. I am told that Herr 
Rebel’s organization has been employing its 
own secret service industriously’ to get the 
inner facts of the case together, and that as- 
tonishing revelations are to be expected. 
It is extremely difficult, however, to get 
such revelations really before the public in 
Germany, even for those acting under the 
shelter of Reichstag debates, and it is better 
not to look for anything very definite, but 
by all accounts the whole public is deeply 
stirred up over the affair. 


Ascendancy of the Eulenburg Family. 
The latest signs scem to indicate that the 
malignant ascendancy of the Eulenburg 
family over the Kaiser has about run the 
length of its rope. William himeeif might 
probably even not try to protect his favor- 
ites, but the other German sovereigns loathe 
these Eulenburgs unspeakably, and the fact 
that Prihce von Holrenlohe is a Bavarian 
and Marschall von Bieberstein a Badener, 
gives this palace conspiracy against the 
Foreign Office particularist a twist which 
the minor states can logically complain of. 
The Emperor has already good cause to 
dread the idea of an anti-Prussian combina- 
tion among the lesser German courts, ahd 
in view of the truth there is in their charge 
that his pet Eulenburgs, who are typical 
Prussian, junkers, are persecuting and plot- 
ting against imperial Ministers simply be- 
cause the latter are not Prussians, he can 
hardly avoid sacrificing them. ‘ 
Railway Directors Eat Humble Pie. 
The shadow of a great railway strike has 
been hanging over England the whole week, 
but to the vast relief of the whole country 
that particular cloud has lifted. The issue 
turned on the ability of the directors of the 
Northwestern company to acommodate their 
stomachs to an extremely large portion of 
humble pie, and it was decided as soom as 
those usually fastidious officials saw that 
they would have to eat the distasteful meal 
sooner or later. The history of the affair 
illustrates very curiously the direct opera- 


tion of public opinion in England on matteys , 


of this sort. 

The railroad men have long been nursing 
some grievances about hours and extra time. 
These were not very momentous, but the 
employés grew tired of putting them for- 
ward. Accopdingly, their amalgamated so- 
ciety a while ago in reiterating these. de- 

mands said that it must insist on an answer 
by Dec. 8 The Northwestern ~directors 
chose to regard thisasa threat to strike, and 
sent inspectors around the yards to inquire 
of all their men whether if a strike were or- 
dered they would stand by the company or 
not.

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There appears to be cause for uneasiness 
once more about Delagoa Bay.

Friction between the English and German 
Consulates there and elsewhere in South 
Africa has been'pretty constant in the last 
year, and there is always danger that some 
incident of this sort will get the two foreign 
offices into a tangle. The Bismarck papers 
are forever harping on this chance of dis- 
cord, and, while nobody believes that Ger- 
mans will have the courage openly to seize 
Delagoa Bay, its continued feints and false 
motions i» that direction keep England and 
the African colonies in a chronic state of 
nervousness. 

The Fete for Bernhardt. 

Sarah Bernhardt’s féte deserves a place 
among the significant events of this year. 
That much personal affection and enthusi- 
asm, as well as some measure of personal 
advertisement, lent to help the celebration 
along is not to be questioned, but its real 
spirit was a passionate desire to reassert 
the title of Paris to supremacy as the artist- 
ic and literary capital of the world. The 
Bohéme of France is tired of politics, and 
troops, and Czar’s visits, and it yearns to re- 
store to the foreground its own Paris of 
plays, and books, and pictures of delightful 
actresses ‘and brilliant wits. There was 
probably not a man in the whole list of 
Sarah’s distinguished hosts who at heart 
does not hate the republic and pine for an 
escape’ frém the dull, respectable régime of 
its bourgeois politicians. 

Incidentally, André Theuriet, after many 
years of neglect, was rather happily brought 
forward to share the great tragedienne’s lau- 
rele. _His personally-delivered sonnet in her 
honor was recognized as the gem of the lot, 
and next day he was elected to the Académie, 
where his merits would have put him long 
ago had they been united with a talent for 
self-pushing. 

Do Honor to Stevenson's Memory. 

Edinburg’s gathering of its clans to do 
honor to Robert Louis Stevenson was in its 
way quite ag striking an affair as that which 
took place in Paris the day before. The 
meeting itself was probably as representa- 
tive of Scotland’s brains as any ever held, 
and all departments of English letters con- 
tributed to the voluminous list of messages 
of sympathy. 

As to the strict object of the meeting—de- 
cision as to the form which a national me- 
morial of Stevenson should take—we are, 
however, very little “forrader.”” Andrew 
Lang’s subacid protest against the idea of 
a statue On the ground that Stevenson's 
face and figure were not suitable, and Ed- 
mund Gosse’s angry insistence that he was 
the most statuesque of persons, fairly typi- 
fy the feelings of the hostile camps into 
which ,the promoters of the memorial are 
divided. Lord Rosebery, in his spech, char- 
acteristically balanced between the two, but 
his -wholesaie- denunciation of Edinburg’s 
present street statuary evidently reflected 


. the mood’of the meeting. The upshot will

Contrast of Changed Opinions. 

There could be no sharper contrast than 
the attitude taken. by the Times a year ago, 
when it first printed the report of a Russo- 
Chinese treaty, identical with that revived 
this week, and the mild utterance of the 
Same paper yesterday. Now it says: 

“It seems‘ highly credible, and, indeed, 
probable that Russia in her own way and at 
her own time will seek to strengthen her hold 
over Manchuria, and, perhaps, even to annex 
portions of that province. She, very natural- 
ly, desires the shortest and easiest route to 
the port she already possesses at Viadivos- 
tok, and also a more advantageous port with 
equally good land communications some- 
where on the Chinese coast 

‘‘On that basis it is simple and easy to 
found successive statements of the kind we 
are now discussing, with the comfortable 
conviction that some day or other one of 
them will be more or less justified. it is 
even conceivable that Russian officials are 
willing to humor the propensity to set such 
rumors afloat. These things accustom the 
public mind to the idea that something of 
the kind will happen, so that when the for- 
ward step is really taken it may seem mod- 
erate and reasonable in comparison with 
what has been apprehended in the Far East. 
There is abundance of room for a long time 
to come both for Russia and ourselves. It 
is our business to strengthen our own posi- 
tion, to extend our own markets, and to 
prepare, with as much foresight as we can 
muster, for changes evidently coming in the 
not distant future. 

‘‘ Russia is bent upon developing her vast 
Asiatic empire. In doing so she must in- 
evitably push eastward to the ocean, and not 
less inevitably will she obey the secular 
law of human gravitation towards the 
south. With treaties or without, by one ar- 
rangement or by another, these great move- 
ments will go on from year to year and from 
generation to generation. We may as well 
accept the fact once for all, allowing details 
to drop into their proper place, and ceasing 
to fret unduly about them. And when our 
interests are directly assailed’: we must re- 
sist, if necessary, in arms.”’ 

Aggressive Policy of a Rival Nation. 

This, om the whole, pusillanimous lan- 
guage fairly represents English public opin- 
ion, and also the astonishing change which 
has taken place in British sentiment during 
the eventful year just closing. Itisthesim- 
ple truth today that the aggressive policy of 
a rival nation, which a year ago would have 
driven Great Britain to arms, is now ac- 
cepted with merely a regretful sigh that 
British prestige no longer is what it was. 

This is aside from the question of the 
truth or falsity of the report that an ex- 


traordinary treaty, outlined a few days ago, 


has been virtually agreed upon between Rus- 
sia and China. Opinion in all circles inclines 
to the belief that this story is substantially 
correct. Even Sir Charles Dilke, whose 
opinion of the Far Eastern situation and 
outlook is more valuable than that of any 
member of the government, accepts the sub- 
stance of the report. He pointed out in a 
speech on the subject on Thursday night 
that the proposed treaty goes much farther 
than Mr. Balfour indicated would be accept- 
able to England. 

Practically, he said, it placed. Northern 
China at ‘the feet of Russia. England has 
refused the invitation of France and Russia

Then the company consented to reinstate 
the men, while the unionist. leaders agreed 
to abstain from interference im the discus- 
sion of grievances between employés and the 
company. The result is instructive as show- 
ing the power of public opinion in England. 

The right of labor to combine was defended 
on all hands, and even the stanchest Tory 
and landlord papers told the railroad di- 
rectors they had made an error in tactics, and 
that their on’y policy was to climb down. 
The Northwestern company is the largest 
combination of capitalists in. Great Britain. 
The fall in their shares, vonsequent on the 
dispute, equaled a. total depreciation of 

25,000,000. 

Use a Balloon for a Target. 

Some interesting experiments have been 
carried out this week at Shoeburyness, where 
are located the British army's school of gun- 
nery and experimental ranges, the object be- 
ing to test the efficacy of the balloon as an 
engine of war.. A balloon was sent up just 
2,000 yards, though the height. to which the 
captive would be hoisted was hot communi- 
cated to the artillerymen beforehand. Then 
gunners began to fire, and the first shot 
showed they had got therange. The balloon 
was hit at the fourth shot, and smashed at 
the seventh. Two fifteen-pounders were used 
by the gunners. It has been suggested that 
he would be a bold man who would go bal- 
looning in war times, when guns are about 
warranted to bring him down at one mile. 
But it must be borne in mind, before hastily 
arriving at the conclusion that war balloon- 
ing is played out, that the balloon was cap- 
tive, and that nearly every condition on this 
occasion favored the gunners... In fact, as 
a leading expert spectator of the experi- 
ments points out, they proved nothing more 
than was already known—viz.: that it is 
possible to hit a balloon at a comparatively 
low elevation where the range can be fairly 
approximated. 

British and German Youth Contrasted. 

John Morley, addressing an educational 
meeting at Battersea this week, gave a good 
definition of the difference between the 
youth of Great Britain and the fatherland.

PORT OF LONDON IS ON THE WANE. 


Losing Its Prestige as a Distributing 
Center for the Continent. 

Loridon, Dec. 12.—The statement made by 
Sir Thomas Sutherland, Chairman of the 
Peninsula and Oriental Steam Navigation 
company, to the stockholders of that con- 
cern, that trade with the port of London is 
waning, has attracted attention and is gen- 
erally indorsed in shipping and mercantile 
circles. London is declared to be still the 
leading port of the world, but it is losing 
its prestige as a distributing center, and 
goods are being taken direct to Continental 
ports. The two chief reasons given are the 
exorbitant dock charges and the dearness 
of London labor. 


PRICES OF SEALSKINS DECLINE,

Kast’s Death Hurts Lady Scott. 

The death in prison of Kast, one of the four 
defendants in the Russell-Scott criminal 
libel suit, ie lMkely to have an important ef- 
fect oh the result of the trial. Lady Scott 
now. declares that she relied on Kast to 
justify the abominable accusations she made 
against her son-in-law, and that his death 
greatly weakens her case. Lady Scott her- 
self is lying iil avith a complication of 
bronchitis and threatened brain fever, the 
ordeal of the trial and its serious possi- 
bilities for her having undermined her 
health.

not be distasteful to the British Government.

TREATY OF RUSSIA AND CHINA. 


Its Exact Character—It Amounts in 
Practice to a Rudsian Pro- 
tectorate. 


The convention recently negotiated by 
Count Cassini, the Russian Ambassador at 
Peking, with. the Chinese Government is of 
the greatest importance and is attracting 
unusual attention throughout the far Kast. 

The North China Peking Herald of Oct. 30 
has with great difficulty succeeded in obtain- 
ing a copy of this agreement, and publishes 
an exact translation of it, the provisions of 
which are in substance as follows: 

I, China allows Russia to extend its Great 
Siberian ratiway from Vladivostok [the 
Russian seaport] into the Chinese City of 
Hunch’un, in the Province of Kirin, and from 
some city, probably Chitah, in. Siberia, 
through the Chinese Provinces of Herlung- 
chiang, Tsitsikar, and Kirin, and also to a 
junction with the Inie from Vliadivostok, 
[See good map of Northeastern China.] 

II. Russia is to build these railroads on her 
own systém and gauge (five feet) and coii- 
trol the same for thirty years, at the end of 
which period China may buy them with all 
their appurtenances on terms hereafter to 
be agreed upon. 

III. If China should decide not to extend 
the existing railroad ending at Shanhaiquan 
to Moukden and the capital of Kirin, she is

IV. China is to build from Shanhaiquan 
to New-Chwang, Port Arthur, the Chine 
naval port, and Talienwan on the five-foot 
Russian gauge and under the Russian reg- 
viations, in order to facilitate the commer- 
cial intercourse between the respective em- 

res. 

Oy. China is to safeguard and protect the 
Russian lines in Chinese territory, “ but, as 
these lines will rum for the greater part 
through barren and s arsely-inhabited ter- 
ritory,’’ Russia is to be allowed “to place 
special battalions of horse and foot soldiers 
at the verious impartant stations for the 
better protection of the railway property. 

VI. Duties are to be collected by the re- 
spective countries atthe "‘poundariés atcord- 
ing to the regulations made under the treaty 


of 1862. 

VII. Both Russians and Chinese shall be 
permitted to open and work mines in the 
territory traversed by the railroads. 

VIITI. Russia is to furnish qualified mili- 
tary officers at the request of China to drill 
the Manchurian territorial army corps, 
which still follows the ancient Chinese ab- 
surd regulations. 

IX. In case war renders it necessary, 
China is to lease the Port of Chiaochou, in 
the Province of Shantung, for a period of fif- 
teen years to Russia; and at the end of the 
lease China is to buy the improvements on 
terms to be arranged hereafter. 

X. China is to repair the fortifications a 
Port Arthur and Talien Pass, and Russia js 
to guarantee China’s possession of the 
against all other foreign powe?’s. China 
binds herself never to cede them to any other 
country, and is to allow Russia to use them 
in case of sudden war, in order to enable her 
“to attack the enemy or to guard her own 
position.” 

XI. China shall continue to have entire 
control over these ports, “ if there be no dan- 
ger of military operations in which Russia 
is engaged.”’ 

XH. The treaty is to go into effect as soon 
as ratified and exchanged. It is executed in 
Chinese, Russian, and French, butin case of 
disputes as to its meaning the French copy 
is to be considered as the original and bind- 
ing on both parties. 

It will be observed that it gives Russia the 
right to build, maintain, and operate con- 
nections through’ Manchuria (a fegion 900 
miles long by 600 wide) to Viadivostok and 
Port Arthur for its great trans-Siberian 
railway, and virtually puts that vast terri- 
tory under a Russian protectorate. 

Having got that great concession, the next 
step will probably be to secure another 
branch from the trans-Siberian railway at 
Kiachta directly to Peking, and thence to 
the great Yangtsekiang River, in order to 
gather additional traffic for the main line. 
The length of this line exceeds 700 miles, run- 
ning south. 

A moment’s consideration of these facis 
will make it apparent that Russia is already 
the principal factor in the problem of Chi- 
nese progress, and will probably remain so 
indefinitely. Whoever wants to participate 
in the profits of Chinese railroad building 
should, therefore, look as much toward a 
good understanding with St. Petersburg as 
with Peking. Having induced Japan to give 
up her conquests on the mainland, Russia 
will doubtless remain quite indifferentto the 
éxtension of the island empire to the Philip- 

ines, or to the Celebes for that matter. 
Having indorsed the I! made by China 
with which to pay the fire# installment of the 
Japanese indemnity, it, Will be generally re. 
garded as only ordinary prudence if Russia 
takes measures to see that her creditor does 
not waste her substance in ill-advised under- 
takings, nor fall a prey to any European 
power which desires to develop her - re- 
sources. So far Count. Cassini, who left 
Peking for St.Petersburg on Sept. 30 by the 
overland route, is clearly ahead of all com- 
petitors. Like Eclipse in the great Amer- 
ican race, he is first and the rest nowhere.-- 
New York Sun.

The letter said 
Rodriguez left a last will and testament 
stipulating that the uncle of his daughter, 
the aforesaid William Hyde of Puet&o, Colo., 
was to take the child to his home and act 
as her guardian, assuming at the same time, 
however, full control of the entire existing 
estate, with authority to use the same in 
any manner he might see fit for the proper 
education and comfort of the daughter. 

Unfortunately, however, the letter said, 
the entire estate consisted of personal ef- 
fects—bonds, papers of value, and the like— 
which had been confiscated: by the Spanish 
Government under the pretext that Rodri- 
guez was suspected of complicity in the 
Panama Canal swindle. 


Baiting the Trap. 

Inasmuch as the suspect was dead and 
the daughter could not be held responsible 
for the alleged offense of her father, Sanchez 
wrote the Spanish Government had agreed 
to release the confiscated property upon 
proper proof, provided the expense of ar- 
rest and incarceration of the dead prisoner 
be paid within a reasonable time. 

To defray the expenses of reclaiming the 
estate and the costs of transportation from 
Barcelona to Pueblo for the daughter, Mary 
Rodriguez, and also for her protevtor, 
Sanchez, who claimed to be the executor of 
the will, wrote that about $600 would be 
necessary, Which Hyde was requested to 
forward as soon as possible. 

William Hyde, although he had no recol- 
lection of the alleged relationship, seemed 
inclined, nevertheless, to place considerable 
faith in the matter as stated to him, the 
more sv aS an enticing estate of $403,000 
came into play. After some correspondence 
with Sanchez for the purpose of gathering 
details, Hyde finally turned the matter over 
to the firm of H. Claussenius & Co. through 
A. Jackson, their correspondent at Pueblo, 
requesting them to prepare all necessary pa- 
pers and take the steps required to secure 
release of the property and insure transpor- 
tation of the parties to the United States. 


Trapping the Swindler. 


Claussenius & Co. suspected an enormous 
swindling scheme, and so informed their 
client through Mr. Jackson, but wrote at 
once to their banking house at Barcelona— 
the Crédit Lyonnais—requesting the latter 
to thoroughly investigate the matter and 
to report at as early a date as possible. 
Within a short time reply was received that 
no convict by the name of Louis Rodriguez 
had ever been an inmate of the State prison 
at Barcelona, nor did any such man die 
there. No daughter as described could be 
found. 

It then became a matter of moment to 
effect the capture of the instigator of the 
swindle and bring him to punishment. Mr. 
Hyde was induced to keep up his private 
correspondence with Sanchez in a con- 
fidential manner, so as to lead to the final 
letter wherewith Sanchez was to be en- 
trapped. Finally, a fictitious draft was sent 
to Sanchez by Hyde, with the urgent request 
that he attend to everything properly, per- 
sonally bring Hyde’s beloved ward to Amer- 
ica, attending carefully to her safety and 
comfort, and not fail to notify Hyde of the 
name of the steamer and date of departure, 


so that. he could meet them at New York. 


Capture of Sanchez. 


The bank at Barcelona, the Crédit Lyon- 
fais, on which the bogus draft was drawn, 


' was instructed as to all details in the case, 


and was duly notified of the issuance of the 
draft. The authorities had sanctioned all 


the proceedings, and had promised all as-, 


“stance tm order to apprehend the guilty 
party or parties. The Spanish detectives 
promptly arrested the man presenting the 
draft, and found that they had “ bagged ”’ 
the right one.: 

When presented at the bank the draft had 
been indorsed by Sanchez to Fernandez, but 
it transpired that these two names were 


' those of one and thesame party. The Judge 


before whom the matter was brought for 
preliminary hearing was much incensed that 
religion andthe dignity of priesthcod should 
have been used as a cloak to. cover so 
atrocious a swindie, and he promised that 
the culprit should be punished to the full 
extent of the law. 


Tales of Other Swindles. 


The Crédit Lyonnais in Barcelona has 
informed Claussenius & Co. that Fernandez 
had already collected during the present 
year, on drafts drawn on that institution 
from all parts of the world, over 00,000 
pesetas. How much he may have secured 
through drafts on other banks can only be 
conjectured. 

Only a short time ago a similar attempt 
was made to defraud Christopher P. Layton 
of Solomenville, Ari. In this instance the 
prisoner and testator was Pablo Layton de 
Aguilar,“ Rosa Layton was the promising 
daughter and Juan Guimera was the priest 
and executor of the will. The estate was 
said to be worth $320,000. Claussenius & 
Co., to whom this matter had been turned 
over for regulation, succeeded in convincing 
Mr. Layton that he was the intended victim 
of designing persons, notwithstanding the 
fact that he was in possession of the most 
plausible letters and a testament apparently 
properly certified and sealed by the Spanish 
authorities.

TELLER RETURNS TO WASHINGTON. 


What His Policy Is Said te Be Regard- 
ing Proposed Legistation. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 12.—[Special.}— 
Senator Teller arrived in Washington today 
and_ immediately held a number of confer- 
ences with the silver Republicans as well as 
with Senator Jones and some others of the 
Bryan leaders. 

The Golorado prophet of silver takes the 
ground that it would be improper for him to 
announce his policy in regard to the extra 
session because he has not yet been reélect- 
ed, although he has no fear as to the result 
in Colorado and no candidate will be put up 
seriously against him. He is particularly 
anxious to keep the ranks of the silver men 
unbroken in the Senate, and for this reason 
is giving close attention to the legislative 
situation in Idaho and Washington, where 
the fate of Dubois and Squire is hanging in 
the balance. 

People who talked with Senator Teller this 
afternoon .say that his policy is pretty well 
established now. If the silver men accept 
his views they will put a bar on all revenue 
resent session on the 
ground that this is a Democratic administra- 
tion and the Republicans would shirk respon- 
sibility for everything done under it. 

Senator Teller’s plan is for the silver men 
to allow the Republicans to enact a compre- 
hensive tariff measure at the next élection 
and hold them responsible forit. ‘The West- 
ern men will insist that the farmers of all the 
States west of the Alleghanies shall have 
their interests amply provided for in the new 
tariff bill. Teller’s plan and that of his close 
associates is twofold: First of all, they de- 
sire to get the tariff out of politics entirely, 
believing that when the Republicans have 
accomplished their protective measures sil- 
ver can be brought to the front as an inde- 
pendent issue and win. They believe, fur- 


ther, that the tariff will not accomplish what . 


is claimed for it, and hence they desire that 
the Republicans shall be put on record as 
having attempted to bring prosperity to the 
country and failed. 

Senator Teller believes, it is said, that the 
silver men will be killed, politically speaking, 
if they stand in the way of a revision of the 
tariff and resort to obstructive measures. 
He would even assist in putting the meas- 
ure through, so that the Congressional elec- 
tions of 1898 may be fought out entirely on 
financial lines. 


STOPS WORK ON THE BATTLESHIPS. 


Ameunt of Defective Plate Is Larger 
than Supposed. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 12.—The special 
board appointed by Secretary Herbert to in- 
vestigate the charges that plate of inferior 
quality has been furnished for the battle- 
ships now building at Newport News will 
resume its inquiry at that place next Mon- 
day. 

As far as it has gone the inquiry indicates 
that the amount of defective plate supplied 
is much larger than. was at first supposed, 
and that the consequences may be very 
serious in the way of delaying the work of 
constructing the battleships in which the 
department is much ipterested. As it is the 
inquiry has caused the suspension of work on 
the hulls of the battleships and 300 workmen 
have been laid off. 

The hardship is said to be great in the case 
of the constructing company, which has 
accepted the plate upon thé report of the 
government Steel Inspection Board, and is 
now facing the probability of being obliged 
jy Bay ab a good deal of the plating, which 
ha@s already been placed and riveted, besides 
beitig under the necessity of suspending 
actual construction. 

It is likely that the outcome of the inquiry 
will be a complete change in the present in- 
spection system, and if Congress can be in- 
duced to make the necessary provision a 
corps of civilian expert inspectors will re- 
place the naval officers who are now de- 
tailed for inspéction duty.

SLOW TO RECOGNIZE NEW UNION, 


Senor Redrigues Not Yet Presented to 
President Cleveland. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 12.—Secretary 
Olney is proceeding with-great deliberation 
in the matter of recognizing the recently- 
effected union of three of the Central Amer- 
ican States, and although Sefior Rodriguez, 
the regularly accredited representative of 
the “‘ Greater Republic of Central Amtrica,” 
has been in Washington for almost a fort- 
night ho arrangements have yet been made 
for his presentation to President Cleveland. 

It is not understood that any discourtesy 
is intended in this delay nor any lack of in- 
terest in the newly-formed union, for the 
President has cherished the idea that the 
consolidation of the smaller Central Amer- 
ican republics would tend to the benefit of 
their citizens. But so far the State Depart- 
ment has not been assured as to the exact 
nature of the combination which has been 
effected between Salvador, Honduras, and 
Nicaragua, and, besides, regardait as essen- 
tial that the United States by a recognition 
at this time of the new republic shall not 
abandon any privileges enjoyed under the 
separate treaties it had with the individual 
States nor sacrifice the claims for indemni- 
ties already preferred. 

When the department is assured on these 
points Sefior Rodriguez will be promptly pre- 
sented to President Cleveland. 


WILLS HER BODY FOR DISSECTION. 


Dr. Caroline Brown Winslow's Devo- 
tion to Medical Science. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 12.—The late Dr. 
Caroline Brown Winslow, the well-known 
waman physician, who died this week, left 
a will bequeathing her body to Howard 
University to be carefully dissected by a 
woman medical student for the purpose of 
advancing her knowledge ofanatomy. After 
that she desired that the several parts of 
her skeleton should be wired together for 
the use of the Minor Normal School of tlhe 
district, founded by her friend, Myrtilla 
Minor, the skeleton to occupy’ the place in 
the school the founder designed that her 
skeleton should occupy. Dr. Winslow de- 
sired this disposition of her body because the 
laws of the country require that every med- 
ical student shall obtain and dissect one 
human body before he or she can graduate 
or receive a diploma, and because there are 
no methods provided by which such bodies 
can bs legally obtained except by bequest 
or sale by the owner previous to death. If 
the trustees of the university declined to 
accept the bequest the body was to be cre- 
mated. It is understood that the university 
did decline to receive the body and it was 
accordingly cremated and the ashes will be 
interred, 


WHAT HE WANTED WAS THE $1,000. 


Former Clerk of the Leavenworth 
Home Gives Damaging Testimony. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 12.—William F. 
Redding, an inmate of the Hampton, Va., 
Soldiers’ Home, who was the clerk of Gov’ 
Smith of the Leavenworth Home from 1889 
to 1892, appeared today before the House 
committee investigating the Leavenworth 
Home. He testified that he drew the con- 
tract with the Leslie Keeley Institute, by 
which cures for the morphine and alcohol 
habits were administered to the inmates. 

By the terms of thé contract, $10 was to 
be charged for the cure of the morphire 
habit and $8 for the alcohol habit. He tes- 
tified that on one occasion Gov. Smith told 
him when,it was suggested that the tem- 

rance societies should give him a medal 
for his activity in pushing the Keeley cure 
that he did not want a medal: what he 
wanted was “the $1,000." 

This was when negotiations with the in- 
stitute were pending. He also testified that 
Gov. Smith raised the sum charged inmates 
for the administration of the Keeley cure to 
$20, although the contract price was $8. He 
said that Gov. Smith took the cure himself, 
and that subsequently he (Redding) saw 
him (Smith) under the fnfluence of liquor. 
He testified that Gov. Smith frequently went 
to r Springs and remained for sev- 


eral days.

Resolution to Investigate Pools. 

‘Tt was with a view to getting ihis mat- 
ter before Congress and enacting appro- 
priate legislation against trusts tlat I have 
offered the following resolution: 

“*That the Committee on Inter-State 
Commerce be directed to inquire whether 
the existing agreement of the so-cailed Joint 
Traffic Association, formed by the principal 
railroad companies of this country, provides 
against competition by a stipulation that 
every railroad company which is a party 
thereto shall make and maintain such trans- 
portation rates as may be prescribed by a 
majority of the Board of Managers, consist- 
ing of representatives, one from each of 
said railroads, and provides for enforcing 
such stipulation by imposing fines in money 
upon an offending company, to be collected 
from contributions paid by such company 
into a common fund, which fines are to ac- 
crue to the benefit of the other companies; 
and if such are found to be the terms of 
the agreement to inquire further whether 
such a stipulation is a violation ofthe pro- 
hibition of the law of Congress against the 
pooling of freights or the division of earn- 
ings by Inter-State railroads, and, if so, 
whether the illegality has been sufficiently 
proved in the litigation pehding in the 
Southern District of New York; and whether 
in such litigation the government is suffi- 
ciently represented by adequate counsel; 
and whether any legislation is needed to ex- 
pedite the proceedings and to enforce any 
violated provision of the law against said 
Joint Traffic Association; and said committee 
is hereby further directed, as incident to 
said inqury, to @scertain wheth:r or not, 
since the agreement of said Joint Traffic As- 
sociation was made, the flour millers of the 
country have entered into a similar agree- 
ment, whereby the price of flour is to be 
maintained by each miller at a rate to be 
fixed by the managers of the Millicrs’ Asso- 
ciation, an@® whether obedience to said 
agreement is to be secured by money fines 
imposed upon an offending company, to be 
collected from a fund composed cf contri- 
butions of a certain sum on each barrel of 
flour produced, which contributions are to 
be paid by such company into a common 
fund provided for the purpose of securing 
the enforcement of such agreement, and also 
to ascertain whether the window glass man- 
ufacturers of the country have entered into 
a like contract to prevent competition and 
to maintain the prices of glass by the es- 
tablishment of a joint fund, from which 
fines imposed upon makers who reduce 
prices are to be collected; and if such agree- 
ments or contracts exist to ascertain wheth- 
er or not are they In violation of any law 
of Congress.’ 

To Proceed Against the Trusts. 

“My information as to these proposed 
trusts has come from reliable sources, and 
it is my intention to proceed against them 
and urge action by the government in ac- 
cordance with the anti-pooling provision of 
the inter-State commerce law. This statute 
expressly prohibits pooling freight rates and 
division of earnings by competing roads. 
But this law is violated every day by the 
representatives of the nine great lines. cen- 
tering at New York. According to an agree- 
ment made between the managers of these 
roads every road must make and maintain 
the rates which these managers recommend. 
If that is not intended to prevent competition 
then I am very much mistaken. 

“ Under another regulation any road fail- 
ing to make the rates prescribed for it can be 
fined $500, of the gross : eceipts of the trans- 
action. For instance, if the managers of the 
alleged competing roads have eaid the freight 
rates on certain merchandise shall be $100,- 
000, and of the roads takes this business 
and only charges $00,000, the latter amount 
must be turned over to the Joint Traffic Asso- 
Clation. That money is not thrown into the 
sea or distributed among the poor, but the 
natural inference is that It goes into the 
pockets of the stockholders, of the other cor- 
porations.

MAY BE “CHEAPER T0 GET MARRIED.” 


Remark of an Indiana Farmer Who Is 
Sued for Breach of Promise by 
His Former Wife. 


Terre Haute, Ind., Dec. 12.—[Special.}— 
When Frederick Hibberly, the wealthy 
farmer, who moved here from Vermilion 
County, was served with the legal notice of a 
$10,000 breach of promise suit, brought 
against him by the woman who, a few months 
ago, secured a divorce from him, he remarked 
to the Deputy Sheriff: ‘“ Perhaps it would 
be cheaper to get married.” 

That the old gentleman is of an economical 
mind is attested by the fact that as he has 
been unable to secure a lawyer on satis- 
factory terms he wil attend to the legal 
defense of the suit himself.

After several months of unhappy married 
life Mrs. Hibberly brought suit tor divorce 
and alimony. The ground alleged for the 
divorce was cruel treatment. By a com- 
promise on the amount of alimony, which was 
very emall, she was granted the divorce. 
She packed her household effects and shipped 
them to this city, intending to keep a board- 
ing house. When she boarded the train to 
come here Hibberly was a fellow passenger 
and, according to the story she wil) tell in 
court if the breach of promise ever comes 
to trial, he persuaded her to become rec- 
onciled with him, promising to remarry her. 
She has letters and her lawyer says there is 
abundant other evidence that he promised 
to make her his wife the second time. 

He made his home at her boarding house 
and pretended to be desirous of investing m 
Terre Haute property, so much so that for 
a few months he spent most of his time rid- 
ing about the city with real estate agents 
who wanted to show him residence property 
they had for sale. A month ago he told Mrs. 
Sykes—she had taken her former husband's 
name after the divorce—that he would not 
marry her. Hence the suit. 

Mrs. Sykes is now with her brother in 
Danville and Hibberly has gone to another 
boarding house. He has no business occupa-~ 
tion, but is Nving the life of ‘“‘a retired 
farmer.”’

The Volunteers of America have adopted 
a constitution, which, according to the head- 
ing, is based on: 

“In Righteous Principles, Unity; in Di- 
vine Doetrines, Harmony; in Bssential 
Methods, Liberality.”” ° 

The constitution contains nineteen articles. 
The first explains its purpose as follows: 

“The Volunteers of America is a move- 
ment military in its methods, organized for 
the reaching and uplifting of all sections of 
the people, and bringing them to the im- 
mediate knowledge and active service of 
God.” a Re ge 

According to Art. 3 the organization is and 
will be “an American institution, recog- 
nizing the spirit and justice of the Constitu- 
tion of the United States, and it is not, and 
never shall be, controlled or governed by any 
foreign power whatsoever.” 

The selection of the head and the subordi- 
nate officers of the organization is provided 
for in the following: 

‘‘ The officer in supreme military command 
of the Volunteers of America shall be desig- 
nated as the Commander-in-Chief, and shall 
be elected by the soldiers. He shall have 
been an officer in the Volunteers of America 
for a period of not less than five years pre- 
vious to his election, and shall hold office for 
a period of ten years and until his successor 
be elected. The Commander-in-Chief can 
only be removed by a vote of three-fourths 
of the Grand Field Council. 

‘In case of the death jor removal of the 
Commander-in-Chief, the Board of Dircctors 
shall appoint one of their mumber to uct as 
Commander-in-Cbief until a successor has 
been elected at a meeting of the members 
specially called for that purpose, which shall 
be held within two months after the vacancy 
shall have occurred, and who shall act as 
Commander-in-Chief. during the remainder 
of the unexpired term of his predecessor.” 

Conditions of Membership. 
The article dealing with the membership 


is as follows: 
‘The members of the incorporated society 


consist of those persons who, being com- 
missioned officers holding rank of and above 
that of Major, shall be members of the 
Grand Field Council, and being exclusively 
employed im the service of the Volunteers of 
America; they must be citizens of the United 
States of America, or persons who have de- 
clared their itnention of becoming citizens;

Much gratification is expressed by West-. 
ern railroad officials over the repoft that the 
regular transatlantic service established sev- 
eral months ago by the Hamburg-American 
and North German Lloyd Steamship compa- 
nies between Galveston and European ports 
is to be discontinued. ~ The reason assigned 
for the withdrawal of the steamers of these 
companies from the Galveston route is they 
did not pay expenses, and there is-no pros- 
pect they can be operated with profit. 

The diversion of grain’from Western 
points to Galveston will be greatly checked: 
by this action of the ocean steamship lines. 
The opinion of railroad officials here is that 
Port Arthur, the export harbor at Sabine 
Pass, Tex., which the new Pittsburg and 
Gulf road proposes to boom. after its com- 
pletion from Kansas City to the gulf*will 
not be able to offer better inducements: to 
the big ocean steamship lines than Galves- 
ton. The Kansas City, Pittsburg and Gulf 
is the only road having a direct outlet to 
Port Arthur, and it will not be able to carry 
enough traffic to that port to warrant large 
on ag steamships making regular trips 
there. 

New Orleans alone, it is claimed, will be 
able to offer serious competition, but it also 
is. handicapped by having a harbor that 
does ‘not admit the largest ocean steamers, 
nor hds it the facilities and advantages of 
New. York to make the export and import 
business of.the ocean lines profitable. The 
greater part of the import busines$ goes to 
the Eastern and Middle Western States, and 
has therefore'to be taken to Hastern At- 
lantic ports. 

This, coupled with the fact that the ocean 
mileage. from gulf ports to Europe is near- 
ly twice as large as the mileage from Hast- 
ern Atlantic seaboard, enables the. ocean 
steamship lines to take return cargoes from 
New York and other Eastern seaboards to 
ee at much lower rates than from gulf 
ports. 

Passenger business to and from Europe 
goes nearly all via New York and Eastern 
seaports. Galveston had hoped to become 
the principal landing place for immigrants to 
the Far West and the Pacific coast, but the 
withdrawal: of the large ocean lines from 
that port relieves the Western Passenger 
Association lines from.the danger of !osing 
that business. '

Be- 
neath the star shall he designated the num- 
ber of the post to which the standard is pre- 
sented. The standard will be carried side 
by side with the American flag.

“Tt shall be understood that at no time 
shall the Volunteers of, America be regarded 
as a political organization, each member

‘PIXING UP A MINORITY RULE PLAX. 


| Mississippi Expedients to Obstract Col- | ' 
ored Suffrage—Scope of the Su- | 
preme Court’s maalagem . 


The Supreme Court of Mississippl, in ita 
recent decision as to the use of the poll 
for restricting the suffrdge, gave this suc- 
cinct history of the Mississippi line | of 
thought and action on the question of negro '} 
suffrage: 

[Bear in mind that 60 of every 100 of the 
population are colored people and only 40 
are whites.] 

It cannot be doubted that the question in- 
volved in the p 
tive franchise had been the subject of more 
reflections and potter r a period of many 
years than were bestowed upon all other 
subjects, as to which our Constitution under- 
went material change—not only in this State 
but throughout our sister States. Thought-— 
ful and anxious men turned upon the solu- 
tion of the question all the light to be gath- 
ered from history or speculation. Our un- 
happy State had passed in rapid succession 
from civil war through a period of military 
occupancy, followed by another.in which 
the control of public affairs had passed to a 
recently enfranchised race unfitted by edu- 
cation or experience for the responsibility 
thrust upon it. This was succeeded by a 
semi-miltary, semi-civil uprising, under 
which the white race, inferior in number, 
but superior in the spirit, in governmental 
instinct, and in intelligence, was restored to 
power. The anomaly was then presented of 
a government whose distinctive character-+ 
istic was that it rested upon the will of the 
majority, being contrelled and administered 
by a minority of those entitled under its 
<e law to exercise the electoral franr 
chise 

Representation in the House. and Senate } 
was apportioned among the counties, and 
the counties were arranged in three groups, 
and the minimum representation to which 
each croup would be entitled in the House 
was fixed; but it was provided that reduc- 
tion in the number of Senators and Repre- 
scntatives might be.made by the Legislature, 

if the same be uniform in. each of said 
districts.” To tae election of Governor by 
pepular vote it is necessary that some can- 
didate shall receive not only a majority of 
the popular vote , but also a majority of 

“electoral votes,” which sere to be dis- 
tributed among the several counties tn pro- 
portion to the number of Representatives 
to which they are respectively entitled. If 
no person shall receive such majority, then 
the House of Representatives is required to 
chocse a Governor from the two persons 
who shall have received the highest number. 
of popular votes. 

If we look at the map of the State, and at 
the census reports showing the racia] @istrib- 
get of our population, and consider these 

in connection with the apportionment of the 

onstitution, it will at once appear that un- 
less there shall be a great shifting of popula- 
tion the control of the legislative depart- 
ments of the State is so-fixed in the counties 
having majorities of whites as to render it 
exceedingly improbable that it can be 
changed in the near future by the ordinary 
flow of. immigration or by’ the growth by 
births among our own people. The election 
of the Chief Executive of the State its also 
largely affected by the same means. 

It is in the highest degree improbable that 
there was not a consistent, controlling direct- 
ing purpose governing ‘the convention in 
which these schemes were elaborated and 
fixed in the Constitution. 

Within the field of permissible action un- 
der the limitations imposed by the Federal 
Constitution the convention swept the circle 
of expedients to obstruct the exercise by the 
negro race of the franchise. 

By reason of its previous conditions of 
servitude and dependence this race had ac- 
quired, or accentuated, certain peculiarities 
of habit, of temperament, and of character 
which clearly distinguished it as a race from 
that of the whites—a patient, docile people, 
but careiess, landless, and migratory within 
narrow limits, without forethought, and its 
criminal members given rather to minor 
offenses than to the robust crimes of the - 
whites. 

Restrained by the Federal Constitution 
from discriminating against the negro race, 
the Constitution discriminated against its 
characteristcs and the offenses to which its 
weaker members were prone. A voter who 
should move out of ‘his election precinct, 
though only to an adjoining farm, was do- 
clared ineligible until his new residence 
should have been continuous for a year. 
Payment of taxes for two years at or before 
a date fixed many months anterior to an 
election is another requirement, and well 
calculated to disqualify the careless. Burg- 
lary, theft, arson, and obtaining money un- 
der false pretenses were declared to be dis- 
qualifications, while robbery and murder 
were not. 


U. §. SENATE WILL’ BE CLOSE. 


Uncertainty as to I Political Status 
After March 4— at the Repub- 
licans Will Have to Win. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 10.—Yesterday’s 
meeting of the Senate Steering committee, 
at which Chairman Hanna of the Repub- 
ilcan National committee was present, has 
served to renew interest in the all-important 
question of the political. complexion of the 
United States Senate after March 4. Sen- 
ator Aldrich, the tactical manager of the Re- 
publicans in the Senate, was anxious during 
the campaign to have the National commit- 
tee look after the contests for the Senate in 
the various States, just as the Congressional 
districts were looked after by the Congress 
committee. 

This was not done, however, and the Sen- 
ate Republicans now find it necessary to 
make sure of a Republican majority before 
they go ahead with atariff program. Count- 
ing all Senators as Republicans excepting 
those who have declared themselves to be 
Democrats, Populists, or Independents, the 
Republicans figure out a membership of 
forty-three. The political conditions in 
Kentucky, North Carolina, South Dakota, 
and Washington are thought to be such as 
to warrant the Republicans in believing that 
they can elect Senators in all or nearly all of 
them. The action of Gov. Bradley of Ken- 
tucky in deciding not to call an extra gses- 
sion will create a vacancy in the Senate, 
making the total membership eighty- -nine, 
so that forty-five will be a majority. If, 
therefore, the Republicans succeed in elect- 
ing a Republican in North Carolina to suc- 
ceed Mr. Pritchatd, which is quite likely, 
they will need only one more vote, which 
they are hopeful of getting either from South 
Dakota or Washington. Conceding that 
they will win in these States, the very nar- 
row margin of votes by which they will con- 
trol in the Senate is shown by the fact that 
in reaching the total of forty-three it is nec- 
essary to count in such Senators as Wolcott 
of Colorado, who is pledged to the cause of 
free silver, and Carter of Montana and 
Baker of Kansas, “who voted yesterday 
against taking up the Dingley bill. 

The Republican Steering committee does 
not claim to have received assurances of 
direct support from any of the sound money 
Democrats, but it does claim to have reason 
to believe that indirectly, either by withhoid- 
ing their votes or otherwi ise, they will assist 
the Republicans to carry out the legislative 
plan which was directly involved in the elec- 
tion of McKinley. ‘To have elected a Repub- 
lican President and a Republican House of 
Representatives would have been a barren 
sound money triumph if the hands of the 
Senate were to be tied and legislative action 
thus prevented. Some of the sound money 
Democrats, it is true, claim that, ha 
rescued the country from the peril of the 
free silver administration, they have done 
their full duty, and that nothing more should 
be expected of them in the way of advocating 
Republican principles. Many of the leaders 
among the sound money Democrats, how- 
ever, believe that McKinleys having been 
elected, his party should be permitted to

No matter how poor the - 
tient he receives attendance as scientific 
and.as careful as can be purchased by the 
rich. The methods of surgery are improv- 


ing and its possibilities broadening, and the. 


surgeons in.the Chicago hospitals are up 
with the times. 

Recently. surgeons in a West Side hospital 
built a new bone in a little girl’s leg from 
pieces of the bone of an ox. In caring for 
cases of compound fracture, very common 
injuriés in the city, a method somewhat 
similar is followed out. After the patient 
has been’ put under the influence of ether 
the wound is opened, washed out, and every 
bit of bone is put back into place, the whole 
is sewn up and bandaged, and under anti- 
septic treatment the limb becomes sound 
again. Not many years ago the only treat- 
ment for compound fracture was amputa- 
tion.

instant attention necessary. 
Emergency Case. 
It is in the handling of the emergency 


cases, the most severe and therefore the most 


interesting, that the greatest care is exer- 
cised. The policeman and the attendants 
slide the stretcher carefully from the amobu- 
lance before the wide doors of the lower 
hall. If the hurt is of so severe a nature 
that the slight jar of carrying is likely to 
cause pain or injury, the stretcher and pa- 
tient are laid on a low, flat carriage with 
rubber-tired wheeis which roll noisetessly 
over the smooth floor. From the ambulance 
to the exumining room is the first step. In 
cases of street accident serious enough to 
require the ambulance the examination is a 
brief bit of work. That the patient is in 
need of the hospitality of the institution is 


patent at once to the examining physician. 


What are the first reyguirements of the case 
is nearly as readfiy determined. From the 
examining room, which opens off the wide 


lower hall just inside the doors, the emer- 


gency case is rolled across the hall to the 
office of the receiving clerk opposite. Here 
the patient’s name, age, address—if he has 
one—friends or relatives-if there are any 
he can lay claim to—the nature of his in- 
juries, and other bits of information respect- 
ing him are taken down on the blank form 
of the record book, and he is entered as a reg- 
ular beneficiary of the institution. In emer- 
gency. cases, before which all others make 
way, the average time required for these 
formalities is about three minutes. Often it 
is less. The rooms to which the newcomer 
is taken are all on one floor and arranged so 
that but little time is lost in going from one 
to another. If, however, it is desirable for 
any reason to take the patient to the floor 
above the carriage may be readily run into 
the elevator and the transfer made without 


a jar. 

With patients whose condition is such as to 
make it practicable the requirement is that 
before entering the ward they take a bath. 


‘Cleanliness is the first requirement for a 
cure. The victim of 4 street accident, how- 


ever, is not often in a fit state to undergo 
the strain of a bath, and yet he needs it 
even more than other cases, for in most In- 
stances he has been thrown down in the mud 
of the street and any wounds are filled with 
dirt. Emergency cases are washed on the 
operating table.

“I attended at the Royal Institution the 
Lectures of Colleridge upon Shakespear and 
Miiton: I need not observe to you that He 
is Southey’s Friend—My opinion as to the 
Lecturer is that He possesses a great reach 
ot mind; That He is a wild Enthusiast re- 
specting the objects of his Eulogium; That 
He is sometimes very eloquent, sometimes 
paradoxicals, sometimes absurd. His voice 


has something in it particularly plaintive | 


and interesting. His person is short, Thick, |

his countenance not inspirited with any Ani- 
mation. He spoke without any Assistance 
from a manuscript, and Therefore said sev- 


eral Things suddenly, struck off from the An- |

Coleridge himself declared: ‘‘ My face, un- 
less when animated by immediate eloquence, 
expresses great sloth and great, indeed, al- 
most idiotic. good nature. ‘Tis a mere car- 
case of a face, fat, flabby, and expressive 
chiefly of tnexpression.” 


Growth of Iron Work.

But it is not here 
that her great wealth is. It is in her mines 
and in the fertility of her soil. Her mines 
are in no higher state of development than 
her soil. The chief reason for that is the tre- 
mendous tax that the Government of Spain 
has put upon mining. Of every mineral! 
taken out of the earth Spain has-claimed 5v 
per cent as her own. This practically pro- 
hibited mining, forthe company that under- 
took it had to pay for the land and pay for 
all the labor, beside the expense of marketing 
the ore, out of the 50 per cent that the gov- 
ernment would let it take. Just recently, 
however, there have been concessions mada, 
to American companies and iron ore is being 
mined, the government taking only 5 per 
cent. There are mountains of iron ore 
there. The supply of it is inexhaustible 
and the richness of it is unequaled. It is of 
the quality that is used in the manufacture 
of Bessemer steel. The recently discovered 
deposits equal or exceed those on Lake 
Superior and are of equal quality. 


Possibilities in Cuban Mines. 


“The geology and mineralogy of the 
island are yet but imperfectly known, how- 
ever. The government nas never paid any 
attention to such matters. Besides the vast 
iron deposits there are known to be great 
deposits of copper. Before tl last war 
there were two great copper mines operat- 
ed profitably, even though the government 
took half of all the product as its share and 
paid nothing for it. During that war these 
mines were flooded and they have never 
been pumped out. There are gold and silver, 
but in what quantities I could not say. On 
many of my trips through the island I have 
been invited by Cubans to go with them and 
they would show me where there was gold. 
They have brought samples of both ores to 
me, but something has always happened 
that has preventedmy accepting the invi- 
tations. ‘ 

“In the Province of Santiago san Poe 
great deposits of manganese ore. ttle 
Oe daatien that has been made warrants 
the belief that there are millions of tons of 
it, and the ore is rich and of superior quality. 
There are great quantities of salt, too, but 
that is a government monopoly. 


Fertility of the Soil. 
“Of agriculture, as I said, the soil will 


produce almost anything that Is planted 
except wheat. Wheat has not been success- 


fully grown so far. Sugar cane and tobacco 


agriculture, and in her riches lie her power 
of recuperation, her power to wage war 
egainst her unnatural mother, even though 
she is made a barren wilderness. It is this 
natural richness that will'enable her to re- 
cover quickly and (become a power when 
omce she succeeds inj shaking off the shackles 
with which Spain has bound her.”’ 


LIKE A VAST VOLCANIC BUBBLE, 


Extraordinary Freak of Nature Near 
the Mexican City of Puebla. 

Mexican Herald: The Rev. F. 8S. Bortain 
of Puebla writes as follows: ‘‘It may be 
of interest to some of the réaders of the 
Herald who visit Puebla to know of one of 
the less visited attractions in the vicinity of 
the City of the Angels. I refer to the * Cox- 
comate.’ It is about twenty minutes dis- 
tant from Puebla over the street car line 
to Cholula. Any street car conductor can 
point it out to the curlosity-seeker. It is to 
the right of the car line, about 500 yards 


distant. 
‘* Tt looks from the car window to bea pile 


‘of white stones or a well-bleached haystack. 


But upon closer inspection it proves to be a 
tumulus of white calcareous stone evidently 
of water formation, about fifty feet in height 
and 100 feet in diameter at the base. The 
form ‘is that of a truncated cone. At the 
apex is an elliptical-shaped opening about 
twenty-five feet along the minor and fifty 
feet along the majoraxtis. Itisa bell-shaped 
cavity and lined with ferns of various de- 
scriptions. I should judge the depth to be 
at least 100 feet, and at the bottom, so faras 
is visible, the opening must be sixty feet in 
diameter. In the bottom, on one side, are to 
be seen some gorgeous ferns and on the other 
side a pool of water. 

“Tradition says that the ancient Aztecs 
were accustomed to worship here the genius 
of the spot, and occasionally threw in a live 
victim to appease his subterranean majesty. 
It is also said that a few victims of the in- 
quisition were thrown down here to reflect 
upon the controverted points of doctrine. At 
all events_{t is a most singular freak of 
nature, as ft is in the middle of a level plain, 
or rather a barley field. It looks to have 
been geome volcanic bubble, of which the 
great Mexican upland is so full, and ts well 
worth a visit on the part of the curious,

Novel Discovery by a Farmer. 
Three years ago a smart, observing 
in South Dakota found that a fine coveri 
or blanket of dust on the surface of om 
por- 


tant discovery was made in the tilling of 
his kitchen garden. It was a dry season, 
and his own crops and those of his neigh- 
bors cultivated in the usual manner suc- 
cumbed to the drought. The vegetables and 
corn in his garden, however, where the 'cul- 
tivation was of a different order, grew fine- 
ly and the yield was large despite the scarcli- 
ty of water. Being a thinker, this farmer 
set himself to hunting for the cause. One 
of the first things which atgracted his atten- 
tion was the difference in the character of 
the surface soils. That in the garden was 
fine from frequent and thorough working, 
while that in the fields was of the 
baken crust nature.’ He decided to - 
ment on this line, and arrived at the con- 
clusion that the reduction of the surface 
soil to a dust or powder cut the escapes of 
the moisture from the earth to the 
as it is difficult for even the hottest 
mer suns to draw off the water by evapora- 
tion if the pores of the ground are stopped 
and choked with a blanket of fine dust. It 
wes impossible to cultivate his fleld crops 
on the garden plan, so his next move was to 
construct a machine for the Hoeing of la 
areas of corn which would achieve virtually 
the same results as hand-hoeing In a gar- 
den. To this end he first built a sort of 
rctary, blunt-pointed cultivator, the effect 
of which is to pufich or pack the ground «a 
few inches below the surface so that ¢ 
considerable quantity of water will bé held 
just above the subsoil. Then with another 
ingeniously contrived machine he kept the 
surface soil always in a fine, powdery condi- 
tion. His theory was fully justified by the 
outcome, for his crop was in good shape all 
the season and gave a profitable yield, while 
similar crops tilled on the old plan were 
failures. 

Others Make Successful Tests. 


News of this {mportant discovery 
fast, and the matter was taken up and dis~ 
cussed by the farmers’ institutes in South 
Dakota, Nebraska, and Kansas. Last year 
many intelligent farmers, notably in. Ne- 
braska, made similar experiments,.and.the 
results in all cases were such as to encourage 
them and their neighbors to a contin 
of the process on a larger scale.

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RUINS OF THE THEATER OF DIONYSOS AT ATHENS. 


operating the water on it’ own account it 
has discovered what a great moneymaking 
enterprise it is. 

At the present time severalaeres of ground 
are covered with wooden vats. These are 
filled with all the old serap iron they can 
hold. It has proved a splendid scheme for 
disposing of the tons and tons of old iron 
the company has accumulated for years.

The product 
carries an average of 86 per cent pure cop- 
The iron remaining in it makes a fine 
flux, and when mixed with other smelting 
ore it is said to bring the ore up to a value 


of about $300 a ton.

The roller communicated with a small screw 
on the outside of the bottle, the turning of 
which brought the several faces of theroller 
successively into view. 

At the same examination a girl was dis- 
co¥ered to be in possession of a handkerchief 
on which a number of words had been writ- 
ten. Another fruitful cause of failure is the 
inability ef candidates to reproduce the 
memory map, which usually forms the most 
important part of an examination in geog- 
raphy; Several instances have been dis- 
covered of candidates copying from minia- 
ture maps scratched on coins and other 
small articles; Another dodge ts as follows: 
Upon a small piece of wood is traced the out- 
line of a map and then at short intervals in 
the outline sharpened pieces of fine wire are 
placed (the fine ends of needles are usually 
used). When this fs pressed upon paper the 
points, of course, make an impression, and 
when these are joined a very fair representa- 
tion of a map is Produced. Thus, having a 
copy in miniature, the drawing of an excel- 
lent map is a very easy matter.—Cassell’s 
Saturday Journal.

A FOURTH mining camp State—Idaho—has 
adopted woman suffrage in order to pad gut 
its lean vote and make ignorant people think 
its population greater ‘than it actually ts. 
Last month Idaho cast 29,500 votes, or about. 
what the Twelfth ang Thirteenth Warde of | 
this city did. At the next election, with the 
assistance of the women, Idaho will poll 
about 50,000 votes and will brag of the finé 
showing made at the ballot box. Wyoming, 
Colorado, Utah, and Idaho have woman suf- 
frage now and will be unable to get rid of it. 
There is nothing itn their experience yet 
which is calculated to induce States outside 
the mining camps to broaden the suffrage. 
The foliies of the male voters last month 
were not offset in the least by superior con- 
gervatism and good sense on the part of the 
women voters. They were as crazy over free 


-coimage as the men were—if anything, a lit- 


tle more so. 


OVERLOADING THE CAMEL—A WORD OF 
WABNING. 

The Washington correspondent of a local 
evening paper announces that— 

‘* Billy "' Lorimer insists that he really meant 
it when he said he might resign his seat in Con- 
gress, and although he maintains a’. discreet 
silence on the subject, those whe are deep in the 
Illinois political game say that his resignation 
will be contingent upon his nomination and elec- 
tion to the office of Mayor of Chicago next April. 
The special session of Congress will begin prob- 
ably ‘about the middle of March and if his ambi- 
tion to succeed Swift fails, the country would only 
be deprived of his valuable services in Congress 
for three or four weeks, If he should not get the 
nomination he need not lose a day. . 

Congressman Lorimer has a good job now. 
Though his abilities are not of the highest 
order, he has a seat in the Nationa] Legis- 
lature, where he assists in'makhing laws for 
the people of the United States. For his 
labors he gets in salary, clerk hire, and 
mileage over $7,000 a year. The job pays 
well, considering the amount of work done 
in return. 

So PSE Oe Lorimer ought to be con- 
tent with what he has and not aspire to the 
Mayoralty of this great city. And it is 
also reported that he is not seeking—that 
it is only his friends who are urging 
him te run for Mayor. The place 
ealls for a different kind of man. Nor is 
Tue Trisune inclined to believe that the 
nomination will.be given to Lorimer. Some 
other ex-Alderman:who has not a job will 
be more likely to get it if there is not a 
change of the machine's plan. 

But between now and April a United 
States Senator is to be chosen. The ruling 
faction in this county bélieves that a 
training in the City Council qualifies a man 
to fill a seat in the Senate and to serve there 
worthily as a successor of Dougias, Logan, 
Trumbull, Yates, Oglesby, Dayis, Breese, 
and Palmer. 

Is not that belief a thistaken one? T6 
carry it out would be “ rubbing it in ” on the 
people of this State and especially on those 
of Chicago and Cook County. The camel 
has a strong back and can stand heavy bur- 
dens. When the overloading point is 
reached, however, the patient animal re- 
bels and there is trouble. | 

When a. political party is in the majority 
it is apt to split into three factions, two of 
them small and highly organized and the 
third. large, but unorganized. - Of the first 
two factions the stronger .ohé “seizes pos- 
session of the party machinéry. It controls 
the primariés, rules conventions, and has 
thé disposal of the offices: The minority 
faction is made up of the men who would 
like to have the party machinery and the 
offices in their control. 

These two factions take in all the * prac- 
tical politicians ” and the men who want the 
offices, big and little, and think the easiest 
way to get them is to tag affer an office- 
huckster. The third faction, much more 
numerous than, the other two put together, 
is made up of people who are not in search 
of ‘offices and who believe. in honest and 
economical government and- civil service 
reform. 

What is known as the “ county faction ” 
of the Republican party is in the saddle 
now and has been for two years or more. 
During that brief period it has given some 
good jobs to men belonging to.it. 

In 1894 Mr. Koehersperger was given the 
lucrative office of County Treasurer, Mr. 
Pease that of Sheriff, and Mr. Knopf that 
of County’ Clerk. Th clerkships ‘of the 
Probate and Criminal! Courts were bestowed 
on Messrs. Cooper and Magerstadt, 
Mesers. Lorimer and White were sent to 
Congress. | 

Last year the county faction 1 put in the 
Drainage Board one of its men by the name 
of Braden, who has just made a bargain 
with four Democrats, three of whom were 
for free silver to cheat creditors and for free 
riot, while the other probably voted for 
Palmer, That “ combine ” rules the board 
now. 

Last month the county faction was able 
to get-.offices for several of its members. 
Henry Hertz became State Treasurer and 
Chris Mamer Clerk of the. Suprenie Court 
for the Northern Division. The Circuit 
Court clerkship was bestowed on ex-Ald. 
Cooke and that of the Superior Court on ex- 
Ald, Linn. The county faction hfs an 
affection for ex-Aldermen, though they are 
not always the best kind of timber. 

Mr. Deneen was made State’ s-Attorney, 
Berz became Coroner, and Simon Recorder. 
Healy was made President of the County. 
Board and Dr. Jamieson Clerk of the Ap- 
pellate Court. He has been a hard worker 
and no one will complain of his having a 
good office if he will stick to his clerkship 
and not try to force some Alderinan on 
unwilling citizens for United States Sen- 
ator. 

The county faction has waxed fat. Aided 
by ‘the tariff policy of the Democrats and 
the free silver issue, it has provided for a. 
large number of ex-Aldermen and other 
ex-officials, not all of whom are highly es- 
teemed by the people. Will that faction 
practice the difficult arts of wisdom. and 
moderation in the future or will it ride for 
a fall? 

If that faction, intoxicated by successes 
which are largely accidental as far as it is 
concerned, should try to put an unfit Alder- 
man in the United States Senate, and some 
ex-Alderman in the Mayor’s chair to nullify 
the civil service law and make the o*fices 
again the booty of spoilsmen, there would 
be an insurrection which would be fatal to 
the machine. 

Whenever the dominant faction goes a 
little too far the unorganized citizens, who 
want to see fit men in the offices, nom- 
inate an independent ticket and beat 
the regular ticket, or they beat it by voting 
for the candidates of the other party. 

The fetters of party weigh lightly on Chi- 
cago Republicans when those who control 
the political machinery try to make them 
swallow bitter doses. They have shown 
their independence in the past and are not 
servile now. So if the county faction does 
not wish to defeat itself and the Republican 
party next spring, and elect a Democratic 
Mayor, it will becautiousand goslow. —_

The bridge is:one of the two great.con- |. 


necting links of the cyclist’s domain. It 
carries the flood of North Side wheelmen 
who seek the enjoyment of the South Side 
and West Side Parks, and it is the only 
available entrance to the avenues that lead 
to the South Side boulevards. The custom 
of wheelmen to ride to parks not in tue 
territory in. which they live for the purpose 
of getting a longer“ run ” from home brings 
the bridge in continuows use, and the pro- 
cession of bicyclists that can be seen there 
at almost any hour of the day gives the im- 
pression of some organized parade, ‘The 
bridge is the only available passageway 


‘over the river t% the North Side which is 


free from rafils and cars, and hence is the 
only safe highway for riders of wheels to 
use. 


What do the bicycle riders of Chicago 


think of the project of Mr. Yerkes to take 
from them? Are they in faver 
of surrendering this structure to rails and 
trolley cars? Are they willing to sacrifice 
the only means of going from one great di- 
vision of the city to another in order that 
Mr. Yerkes may convert their property imto 
a form of switchyard? Are they to remain 
supine while this bare-faced robbery is per- 
petrated before their eyes? 

The project is now in the hands of the 
Aldermen and the bicyclists of Chicagd 
should lose no time in impressing their opin- 
ions as to this outrage on their ward repre- 
sentatives in the Councik The Aldermen, 
moreover, should give the attitude of the 
bicyclists careful consideration before they 
The wheel- 
men united can easily carry the election in 
almost every ward. They are usually very 
independent in their political views when 
their rights are assailed, and are not accus- 
agente to pay much attention to “ tickets ” 

“ regularity ” when it comes to a ques- 
he of defeating a man who has dared to 
rob them. 

This feeling, besides, fs not strictly least. 
Wheelmen on all sides of the city are in- 
terested in this bridge. Alluseit. Itis not 
a North Side concern, nor a South Side con- 
cern, nor the particular concern of any side 
when the wheelmen’s interests are at stake. 
They have a complete community of inter- 
est and it is safe to predict that they will go 
to the polls practically in a body, perhaps 
100,000 strong, to Zive. impressive political 
burial to all Aldermen who may vote for this 
iniquitous measure. By a combined effort 
they saved Jackson street from the greed of 
corporations, and they will save the Rush 
street bridge or the despoilers will reap full 
punishment. 

The wheelmen will constitute also a pow - 
erful and alert body of amateur guardians 
and inspectorsof the streets to pretect them 
from the-evils of narrow tires on heavy 
wagons if the Aldermen pass an ordinance 
designed to correct this abuse. The thou- 
sands of people who ride bicycles have a 
special reason to object to the ruts.and 
ridges made by these destructive narrow 
tires, and it would be a pleasant duty for 
them to see that a prohibitive law were 
thoroughly observed. 


THE FAMINE IN INDIA. 

Reports from various military, commer 
cial, and missionary sources of information 
indicate that India is on the verge of per- 
haps the most appalling famine in its his- 
tory. The district affected has a popula- 
tion of about ninety millions, and includes 
portions of the northwest provinces, the 
Punjab, the central provinces, Madras, the 
Deccan, Northern Burmah, Gwalior, Bhur- 
thore, Dholpore, Jeysulmere, Bikaneer, and 
Bundeleund... The famine is not eqyally 
severe .in all districts, but it is so general 
that the agricultural class of a region 1,000 
miles long and 500 miles wide are face to 
face with starvation. 

The terrible situation of these people has 
not developed suddenly. It has been in 
prospect for nearly a year, but it was hoped 
that the usual rains would relieve it. The 
staple crops of India are wheat and rice. 
Wheat is dependent upon the winter rains, 
which begin about the middle of December, 
and rice upon the summer rains, which last 
from the middle of June to the middle 
of September. No rain of consequence 
fell a year ago, so that the wheat dried up, 
except in those sections where the govern- 
ment had built irrigating canals. By Feb- 
ruary the demand upon these canals was so 
great that the irrigating department was 
supplying fourteen times the usual amount 
of land. The failure of the wheat crop 
meant great searcity of food, but not neces- 
sarily famine. 

The summer rains set jn early and prom- 
ised well. Rice farmers were able to plow 
their land and sow their seed. But the 
rains gradually diminished in frequency 
and quantity, and in August, when most 
needed, they ceased altogether. Asa result 
the rice crop was also a failure. A com- 
plete failure of the two staple crops of the 
country over such a vast area meant famine 
and starvation4o many. 

The famine is ndt-only now in prospect; it 
has been in progress for several months, It 
may be somewhat alleviated by rains this 
mouth, but even should they fall thousands 
will. starve before the wheat matures. 
Wheat, corn, barley, rice, and other grain 
food has advanced fourfold the usual price, 
and is still rising.. Millions who have been 
accustothed to two meals a day have given 
up one meal, and other millions who have 
been accustomed to only one meal a day ar¢ 
subsisting on half a meal, and are giad to 
get even that. Many thousands do not get 
a meal, in the proper sense of that term, and 
are living on the seeds of weeds, roots of 
grass, bark of trees, and the stones of the 
mango fruit, the kernels of which are 
crushed and eagerly eaten. Poor people 
are even to be seen sweeping up the dust on 
the roadside and in the fields, and winnow- 
ing it in ‘their hands in the hope of finding 
a few grass seeds. Children who are scarce- 
ly able to stagger from weakness haunt the 
market places and thé bridges and hunt for 
single grains of wheat which may have fall- 
en from wagons, Fathers and mothers have 
offered their children for sale from a rupee 
(28 cents) to ten cents, and many unable to 
sell them or support them have abandoned 
them. In one district it is-estimated that 
people have been dying for several months 
at the rate of 12,000 a month. But as the

YERKES AMAZING EFFRONTERY. 

It is now deglared that Yerkes’ effort 
to gobble up Rush street is not being made 
because he wants the street himself, but 
because some other people, headed. by 
Henry Wulff, are trying to get it. Yerkes 
has-simply jumped into the breach to save 
the street from Wolff. Even if it were 
true that My. Wulff or any. other persons 
‘were trying to. obtain possession of Kush 
street and Rush street bridge, both would 
be safer in the hands of the people than 
in the hollow of the hands of Mr. Yerkes. 
It is not neeessary for the public, in order 
te be protected. from the designs of Mr. 
Wulff or any one else,~to hand over the 
Rush street bridge to Mr. Yerkes for safe- 
keeping. Mr. . Wulff -ean be taken care 
of without the aid of Yerkes, and-a pretty 
vigorous effort~ wili, be made in: this’ in- 
stance also to take cire of Mr. Yerkes. 

Rush street bridge must not be given up, 
It must not be surrendered to Yerkes at 
any cost. It must not be filched from 
the people and converted into a pathway 
for trolley cars: It must be saved from 
the rails, which would ruin its chief source 
of utility and convenience for the people. 
It must be protected unflinchingly from 
this insatiate corporate greed, and so must 
the other bridges which have not yet been 
handed over to the keeping of Yerkes. If 
the residents of the North Side are not 
vigilant they will find themselves despoiled 
of every available free ingress to the city 
and out to the West Side. They must be 
on the lookout or some ordinance will be 
rushed throngh before they are aware of 
its intent that will take away the last 
remnant of their street possessions. 

There is not the slightest justification for 
this effort to take Rush street bridge away 
fromthe people, The attempt exemplifies 
the extent to which the impudence of 
Yerkes has grown. It shows in what con- 
tempt he holds the public and the rights 
of the public. He dares to reach out for 
a possession which for every reason should 
be absolutely sacred to the untrammeled 
use of the people. It requires the limit 
of effrontery. to seek seriously to convert 
Rush street into a street railway annex. 
Mr. Yerkes should receive the response 
this brazen request deserves. 
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MUSIC AS A REMEDY. | 
New York seems to be laboring under the 
impression that it has*made a distigct dis- 


and has exploited it in profase details. It 
made with good results among insane pa- 
tients, and that it is now proposed to or- 
ganize what is called a medico-musical so- 
ciety for the purpose of making practical 
tests of the effects of music upon persons 
troubled with insomnia, nervous disorders, 
and other ailments. Society has also taken 
it up as a fad, and we may shortly expect an 
invasion of hospitals, sanitariums, and re- 
treats by an army of piano pounders, fiddle 
serapers, and horn blowers to take the 
places of the regular physicians nnd substi- 
tute sounds of various degrees of depravity 
for the standard remedies of the materia 
medica. 

It would not be in order to treat this sub- 
ject lightly or give it other than respectful 
consideration were it not that the New- 
Yorkers have simply resurrected a fad as 
old as the everlasting hills and reaching 
even farther back than the days of Saul, 
who was the first conspicuous patient to 
receive musico-medical treatment. It was 
in existence long before the Christian era, 
It was a favorite fancy in the days of Hip- 
its tori and Galen. The doctors of the 
middle ages repeatedly tried it as a remedy, 
In modern times it has been applied in al- 
most every country inthe world. Numerous 
volumes have been written upon it.. Old 
Burney and Hawkins devote much space 
to it. 

The most that can be said for it is that 
music interests the insane, or some of that 
unfortunate class. It quiets some and ex- 
cites others. In the case of those afflicted 
with bodily disease it sometimes has a 
soothing effect—that effect, however, de- 
pending largely upon the skill of the per- 
former. There is music that is depressing, 
amd there is music, also, which may prove 
fatal to a patient, sufficiently educated to 
realize its deprivity, But even conceding 
the music to be of the best and the patient 
to be in a condition to accept it, the most 
that can be said for it is that it may divert 
the mind from introspection and have a 
tranquilizing effect. The books contain no 
record of a cure having been effected by it. 
There is probably wothing a microbe has 
more contempt for than for music. 

As a pleasant diversion music may be of 
benefit in the asylum or hospital. Beyond 
this it has no influence. It may soothe, 
tranguilize, and interest, but it cannot cure. 
It cannot minister effectively to the mind 
or body diseased. This has been the testi- 
mony of the ages. The Medico-Musical So- 
ciety of New York, therefore, should take 
this into consideration when it seeks to ex- 
ploit a remedy which was old in the days 
when David with his harp exorcised the 
evil spirit that was in Saul and refreshed 
him. It should also bear in mind that the 
art of music.cure perished with David,

Tue CHicaco 
TRIBUNE is decidedly of opinion that a col- 
legiate education is not essential to a suc- 
cessful journalist, though there ean be no 
harm in his having it, provided always that 
in such an education the useful, practical 
studies have not been eliminated and that 
the pigskin has not been considered of mere 
importance than the sheepskin. Now that 
the position of fighting editor has been abol- 
fshed in journalism there does not seem to 
be any place for the slugballer. | 

So far as languages are concerned, they 
are not very important, though ‘at least an 
clementary understanding of Latin would 
be useful. Greek is utterly useless. In a 
city like Chicago a knowledge of German 
would be of great value, both for colloquial 
work and in making translations from the 
German press. French, Italian, and Scan- 
dinavian, while not essentials, would be 
helps on occasion. The one lingual neces- 
sity, the sine qua non for a reporter or 
editor, is a correct knowledge of the English 
tongue. This is of the highest value to 
every journalist. He should know how to 
use it smoothly, correctly, and concisely, 
especially concisely, and the aspirant for a 
place on a newspaper cannot practice it too 
assiduously and intelligently before begin- 
ning work in an office. 

The higher mathematics are not wanted. 
Arithmeti¢ is. So far as history is con 
cerned, the applicant should have a know!l- 
edge of the history of ‘his own country, es- 
pecially as it pertains to politics, national 
measures and men, and the prominent” 
events ip his State, and he should havea 
good general knowledge of the history’ 
of the leading countries of the work, 
especially of Great Britain, Germany; 
France, and Russia, so that he may 
understand the meaning and bearing of 
foreign news events, Chemistry is valuable 
for any inteiligept man who has ap aptitude 
for that science. Biology and psychdlogy 
are not specially needed, while the useful- 
ness of ethics, the moralities and philoso- 
phies depends largely upon how much useful 
information has to be sacrifi@d in order to 
master them. 

In a word, the journalist needs an educa- 
tion of general information, and of this he 
cannot have too much. He wants an all- 
round education, so that he can discuss 
almost anything that comes up, and he 
wants his information to be so classified 
and systematized amd packed away in his 
cranium that it is available at the shortest. 
notice—information which must be used 
today and not tomorrow. He must have a 
talent for discussing multitudinous topics 
offhand. His article cannot’ be presented 
in essay style,,and it must never be a long 
paper. It must be done at one short sitting, 
immediately upon the receipt of news, and 
it must be brief and. to the point, 
with nothing.of florid rhetoric or literary 
gorgeousness.

THAT ALLEGED TURKISH INTERVIEW. 
The most unspeakable of the Turks and 
his royal ubspeakable Minister to this coun- 
try were reported to be much distressed by 
the caustic comment on the Armenial mas- 
sacres which formed a part of the Presi- 
dent’s message,-.The report went-so far-as 
toway. that the Minister had been ordered 
by cabie to protest to the Secretary of State 
and demand a retraction oran apology from 
Cleveland, ang that he had @ccordingl¢ held 
the interview, with rather disastrous ré- 
sults. Since the publication of this report 
both the Secretary of State and the Turkish 
Minister have dénied that the Sultan had 
manifested any‘¥tch pereniptory disapprov® 
al, but it is not entirely impossiblé that some 
of the features of the early report are true. 
It is not impossible the Sultan grieved, 
espec ially because of the President's plain 
language. The Sultan is not adcustomed 
to plain speaking in government utterances. 
When the statesmen of Europe refer to this 
arch-assassin they gloss over the truth with 
diplomatic palnve® and gravely sustain the 


as an ordinary human being. Terhaps the 
Sultan himself has come to believe that these 
diplomatic statenren® really represent the 
sentiment of the people of Europe, and that 
this tolerant disposition may beinflamed into 
wrath by the undiluted truth in the Presi- 
dent's message. The Sultan might even 
allege bad faith on the part of the United 
States Government on the ground that “ the 
State Department is in full possession of 
all the facts whieh would go to show that 
the butcheries were committed under stress 
of great provacation.” He would be riglit 
in declaring that the State Department is 
in possession of all the. facts, but they * go 

to show ” and they do. show that the “ great 
” and. the continual prevoea- 
tion is that the Armenians continue to exist. 
A live Christian Armenian appears to be an 
immediate “ provocation” to the Turk to 
kill him, and the process of extermination 
has been going on with horrible zeal until 
the number of victims has mounted up to 
the hundred thousands. 

What would be the use of wasting any 
diplomatic correspondence on these butch- 
ers? The Sultan might threaten, as it is 
alleged he will, to give our Minister te Con- 
stantinople his passports. Why not antici- 
pate this action by throwing out of the 
country the man who is here representing 
the\Sultan?. Why should\we continue to 
treat seriously as a neltien a mob of eut- 
throats like these, Turks? Why stiould we 


change“‘of diplomatic courtesies with a peo- 
ple whom we know to be fanatical mur- 
derers ?

TOURISTS MAY ASCEND THE SWIss 
PEAKS IN ELECTRIC CARS. 


ZAne Has Been Carried Up Mont Saleve, 
Four Thousand Feet Above Sea Lev- 
el—Reoad Now Being Built to the Top 
ef (he Jungfrau—Similar Enterprise 
for Mont Blanc Is Contemplated 
fhe Scientific Value of the Proj- 
ects. 


NB of the most striking features in 
the present electrical development 
of Switzerland is the manner in 

which the loftiest peaks are being at- 

tacked by electric railway engineers, with 
the object of building roads to their summits 
or up to the best points from which tourists 
can view the surrounding ranges and val- 
leys, saye the New York Sun. 

- The recent electrical congress in Geneva 
brought into prominence an electric road 
@aich has been carried around and up Mont 
@aleve, a huge mass towering above Geneva

for traffic by next August. The road is to 
be comple in five years, each section to 
be opened as soon as ready. 

Travel in Switzerland has undergone an 
extraordinary revolution, owing entirely to 
the introduction of mountain railways. 

Similar Reads in America. 

Ay eee are now on foot in this country 
for tarrying out enterprises of equal mag- 
nitude, if-not of the altitude, of those in 
Switzerland. Such a line, for instance, has 
recently come into operation in the Sierra 
Madre, near Los Angeles. An ascent is 
made for some distance up the mountain 
side by a cable car, and from the top of the 
cable platform an electric line runs up to a 
height of 5,000 feet, giving a splendid view 
of the whole San Gabriel Valley, with its 
famous orange orchards and vineyards. At 
the upper terminus of the road, even late 
into the spring, deep snow covers the 
ground, and many Californians then leave 
their rose-embowered homes and go up the 
mountain to enjoy the touch of winter. 

These roads will also greatly facilitate 
scientific investigation. The labors of scien- 
tists have been greatly restricted from their 
inability to make prolonged investigations 
on high mountain summits. Now terminal 
hotels are available to the scientist, or, if 
need be, he can take a morning trip from the 
low-lying lands, spend the whole day on the 
mountain top, and return in the evening.

Rhone streaming out of Lake Leman at 
Geneva. 
Electric Road Up the Jungfrau. 
The e and financial success of 
this and similar roads has led to the project, 
which is remarkable even in these days of 
engineering audacity, of building an electric 
railroad to the very top of the Jungfrau. 
This peak {is 13,670 feet above sea leyel, Al- 
though heights approximating this have 
been attained in some of the railroads in the 
Andes and in the mountainous districts of 
the Western States, no such grades as wiil 
be here employed have been attempted. A 
vivid idea of what the undertaking involves 
may be gathered from the fact that from the 
lower terminal at Scheidéegg to the peak the 
différence in level is 7,000 feet, which rise 
will be accomplished in a total length cf the 
road of onky seven and a half miles. Two

-and its magnificent crevasses. On the left 
is the- vast and tranquil Ewigschneefel4d 
(Everlasting Snow Field), an almost un- 
broken sheet, where even the most inex- 
perienced tourist can, without danger or 
difficulty, walk and admire at his ease the 
frozen altitudes of eternal snows which are 
still untrodden ground by most Alpine trav- 
elers. From Ménch the grade of the line 
descends to the Jungfrau Mountain itself 


’ ‘and passes to a point just beneath the sum- 


mit. From this an electric elevator with a 
lift of 830 feet carries passengers to the peak 
itself. The rack rai stem, which has al- 
ready been adap to the forty Swiss 
mountain roads, will be used. 

Advantages of Electricity. 


The substitution of electricity for steam 
on the Jungfrau road is especially advanta- 
geous in that it gives not only a source of 
power but a means of operating the elevat- 
or, of lighting and heating the cars, and in 
meantime of drilling and excavating 
a six miles of tunnels which have to be 
pushed in many places through the solid 
reck. The electric system means a smaller 
ratio of dead load to useful load; more reg- 
ular and smokeless operation of the cars; 
@ more secure meshing of the gear teeth; 
decreased expenditure for the maintenance 
and attendance of the cars, and saving in the 
cost of operation. The maximum speed on 
above 15 per cent will be five miles an 
ur, and on smaller gradeé from five to 
six miles. Power for operating the road 
will be derived from the waters of the Black 
and White Lutschine, a few miles distant. 
“The total cost of thé undertaking will be 
$2,000,000. According to the charter of the 
road the fare from the valley to the top 
of the Jungfrau and return is limited to 
$9, with proportional reductions for pas- 
sengers going only part of the way. 
The cars will be heated electrically. This 
provision is necessary from the fact that 
the average temperature in the tunnels is 
estimated at between 2° and 6° C. below 
zero up to the Méinch station, and between 
6° and 10° C. below zero from that point to 
the Jungfrau station. The great difference 
in temperature of the air at the opposite 
ends of the tunnel is relied upon to set upan 
atmospheric circulation sufficient for ven- 
tilating the tunnel. These currents will in 
fact be so strong that arrangements niay 
be necessary to close the portals admitting 
. 


frau are now under consideration by Swiss 
capitalists. One of the most startling 
schemes is an electric rail up Mont Blanc 
itself. Up toa certain altitude it would run 
up on an inclined plane, and the ascent would 
be completed by a vertical shaft of a 
depth of 2,539 meters, through which 
powerful electric elevators would convey the 
passenger to the observatory on the summit. 
This is certainly taking a great deal of 
romance out of land where the mountain 
climber has been wont to rely for his tri- 
umphs on the guide and the alpenstock, but 
the new order of things is not without its 
compensations. One of these has created 
keen interests in scientific circles. As the 
great height reached by the upper terminal 
of the Jungfrau road is in a region of low 
barometric pressure, some concern was felt 
re ing the health of passengers trans- 
ported to the highest peak. The reports of 
experts who have investigated this subject 
go to show that the unpleasant effects ex- 
perienced by those climbing to great heights 
are due largely to ‘the reduced vitality of the 
body caused by the exertion of the ascent. 
In the case of balloon ascensions, where no 
bodily exertion is entailed, no cause for ap- 
prehension on this score is apparent.

The 
Historian of the chapter, Miss May Sherred 
Clark, produced proof strong as holy writ, 
stronger doubtless in some people’s eyes, 
from Burke's Peerage in fact, that Benjamin 
Franklin was a gentleman.

Walsh Humphreys, a descendant of Frank- 
lin, was refused admission tothe Society of 
Daughiters of the Colonial, Big Wigs, or 
something of that kind, because she based 
her application om her descent fram ‘“‘ Poor 
Richard.” 

The managers of the saciety couldn’t admit 
her to their set because Franklin was quite 
@ common person, a tradesman, who actu- 
ally worked for a living, and even used to 
wear printers’ ink on his hands. _ They 
would accept her on her descent from cer- 
tain other ancestors who hadn’t demeaned 
themselves by labor and were “ gentlemen ”’ 
in the significance the mamagers were 
pleased to give the term. But she was 
faithful to Ben and refused to join. 

Now comes Miss Clark, Historian, and 
says she thinks Ben was a gentleman. As 
Historian of the chapter Miss Clark quoted 
from Burke’s Peerage and prod his- 
torical data concerning his pedigree to 
prove he could trace his gentle blood as far 
back as A. D. 125. 

This réehaPilitation of the lamented. Mr. 
Franklin will doubtless be a severe shock 
to the members who conisidered it beneath 
their social dignity to affiliate with his great- 
great-granddaugnhter.

Aspirants for Political Favor Make 
Themselves Felt Every where—The 
Basiness Interests of the City—Cen- 
ter of National Pride—Washington’s 
Rapid Advancement in Municipal 
Improvements — Features of Life 
Which Give It a Distinctive Tone. 


ASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 12.—[Spe- 

clal.}—It is quadrennial transi- 

tion evening at Washington. A 

Presidential star is setting and an- 

other rising. The King is dying; long live 

the King. Speed the parting, welcome the 

coming guest. Vale, Cleveland; salve, Mc- 

Kinley. Good-by and how do you do?—ever 
the story of life, history, and the world. 

There is already the unrest that presages 
the change. The thousands of governmental 
workers here and the hundred thousand out- 
side are restless, uneasy, questioning. ‘‘ Do 
Igetin?” “ DoI stay?” is the gist of their 
every thought and inquiry. The “ pull ”’ of 
elsewhere, refined into “‘ influence ”’ here, is 
renewed and strengthened with the old in- 
cumbent of office—evolved and created by 
the new aspirant; and hope and despair are 
at their eternal conflict. 

Waéhington is the office of the United 
States, subject to a change of managers 
every four years, and the clerks at this, the 
headquarters of the firm of Uncle Sam & 
Co., Unlimited, as well as the branch work- 
ers and traveling men up and down the land, 
are just now either hoping they may not be 
thrown out of ajob or preparing to take their 
inevitable quittance.

All this doesn’t make general business any 
too good here. The city, though quite out- 
side the pale of commerce and knowing prac- 
tically nothing of manufacture, has joined 
in the dull times dirge chanted by the rest 
of the country the last few years. It might 
be supposed that with about so much money 
being paid regularly in salaries throughout 
the departments a certain steady pros- 
perity would inure to Washington at. all 
times. Not so, and, in one respect, for an odd 
reason. 

Of late there has been, if not a preponder- 
ance, at least a heavy leavening of Southern 
help in every branch of government’ work 
here. The money paid to these always com- 
panionable but never ovefefficient workers 
has, I am assured, been mainly sent home. 
There is sore need of it ever in the South, 
and the Southern wage-winner in Washing- 
ton, whether incumbent of a humble clerk- 
ship or head of a bureau, trims closer to the 
wind than his Northern confrére, skimps 
that family, friends, and business at home 
may be aided, and has consequently less to 
disburse at the capital. 

Add to this the inevitable sympathy of 
real estate with the prolonged depression 
elsewhereand the natural hesitation of people 
who may so soon be out of position to buy 
homes or anything else, rent houses, or make 
any other positive move in a business way 
and the reasons for dull times in Washington 
trade are clearly seen.

The rest of the country is always willing 
that Washington should look well and ad- 
vance in outward grace. It is a sort of sec- 
ond choice of everybody elsewhere. The 
New-Yorker crows first for Gotham and 
then for Washington.

MORE LAND FOR LINCOLN PARK. 


Plans Now Under Consideration by the 
Park Commissioners. 

The request of the Lincoln Park Commis- 
sioners for a special levy by the Town 
Board for the_purchase of additional prop- 
erty for the park has revived the interest of 
real estate men in the plan which has been 
under consideration for two years. The 
property desired by the Commissioners lies 
between Diversey and Belmont avenues, on 
the south and north, and between Lake View 
avenue on the west and Lake Michigan on 
the east. A valuation of the land was fixed 
Jan. 8, 1895, by the Valuation committee of 
the Real Estate Board, acting in behalf 
of the people, at $1,872,422. Addi- 
tions to the tract have been made since 
that time and the present value of the con- 
templated purchase is estimated at $2,400,- 
000. The tand comprises twenty-six acres 
with a half mile frontage on Lake Michigan, 
including riparian rights and an equal front- 
age in Lake View avenue. By filling in along 
the lake-front the tract could easily be in- 
creased to 100 acres.

DANGER FROM POISON IN ROSES. 


Scratches from Thorns 
Unsightly and Painfal Sores on 
the Hands. 


* Be careful and do not scratch your hands 
with the thorns on those roses. They are 
roisonous and the scratch means painful and 
unsightly sores.”’ 

The speaker was the wife of a well-known 
florist on Wabash avenue. She was exhib- 
iting to a customer a lot of American Beauty 
roses and had laid a large bunch on the 
counter. The customer in his enthusiasm 
attempted to take them in his hands, when 
he received warning. 

The florist’s wife held out her hands. They 
were covered with a dozen or more large 
round spots, whose angry red color showed 
how painful they must have been. 

‘My husband’s hands are as bad as mine, 
and we have both suffered greatly. Ameri- 
can Beauties have not done well this year, 
and the growers, in order to kill Insects or 
in some way to help the grewth of the flew- 
ers, have sprayed them liberally with a 
substance that containes more or less poison- 
ous matter. If the stems are carefully 
washed there is not much danger in handling 
them. But we do not always have timé to 
do that, and in less than a week after the 
Geauties began coming into market our 
hands were in the condition in which yqu see 
mine now.” 

‘* Does the same danger exist in all roses?” 
inquired the customer. 

‘Not always,’ was thereply. “ But itis 
safer,”” she continued, “to avoid being 
scratched by rose thorns in any case. Of 
course, nothing more serious than an ugly 
sore results, but that is bad enough.”’ 

Just then the florist himself came in and 
corroborated the statement made by his 
wife. He said there was more trouble from 
poison in rose thorns this year than ever 
before, and it was owing to the fact that in- 
sects were unusually troublesome. He 
always warned his customers to be very 
careful, and he washed the stems of all roses 
before they were sent out. He added that 
there was sometimes danger in eating rose 
leaves and people ought to drop the habit. 
He had known women, he said, to have sore 
mouths from eating the leaves of flowers 
that had been sprayed with poisonous sub- 
stances. 

While the danger is not present in all the 
flowers that one buys of the florist, it is wise 
to be careful to avoid scratches and to stop 
eating rose leaves if one would be entirely 
on the safe side.

PIT MARKET MAINTAINS ITS AD- 
VANCE IN FACE OF THEM, 


One Concern Takes in Half a Million 
Bushels—Cables Gave Market a Firm 
Opening—Clearances for Both Coasts 
Were Heavy—Oats Rule Weak on 
Large Receipts—Arrivals of Hogs 
Less than Expected—South Water 
Street Prices. ; 


About two weeks ago the Armour Elevator 
company, while making no absolute predic- 
tions, intimated broadly that uniess the 
spread between December and May got toa 
satisfactory position a lot of wheat would 
come out on deliveries. A majority of peo- 
ple in the trade pooh-poohed any such idea 
and claimed that the elevator company 
would not risk losing the grain. The de- 
mand for cash wheat was exceptionally 
good and when delivery day passed without 
any wheat coming out the cash grain people 
attempted-to make it appear that a false 
alarm had been raised. Just a year ago there 
was‘a similar difference of opinion between 
the Armour Elevator company and the cash 
grain people, which was finally settled by 
the delivery of practically the quantity pre- 
dicted. The intimation this season was not 
that the wheat would come out Dec. 1, but 
that it would be apt to be delivered about the 
time of closing of navigation. 


Saturday Deliveries the Largest. 
There have been deliveries during the week 
of probably 2,750,000 bu, Of this nearly half 
was put out yester They have been so 
managed that it is almost impossiblle to tell 


where wheat had landed or the export quan-. 


tity put out. Some of the people who got 
wheat yesterday had it due them on con- 


tracts under 60c: One concern took in 500,-, 


000 bu. The deliveries did not appear to be 
a consideration, however. There wasa little 
advance early on cables and this was fully 
maintained, the closing prices being about 
the best ofthe session. Argéntine shipments 
‘were oly 24,000 bu. San Francisco reported 
further export business, flour trade reports 
were good, and a number of local operators 
bought freely. Northwestern receipts were 
554 cars as against 469 a week ago and ¥24a 
year ago. Clearances for the week were the 
heaviest on record for the corresponding 
week. It is estimated the Pacific coast clear- 
ances were 1,500,000 bu. . Clearances yester- 
day equal to 455,000 bu as against 307,000 bu 
received at and 219,000 bu shipped from 
primary points. Heavy arrivals at Buffalo 
on Friday have changed the estimates on the 
visible showing to some extent. A good de- 
crease is still predicted. The local cash mar- 
ket was quiet with the winter wheat pre- 
miums slightly reduced. Receipts were 51 
cars, with a liberal outinspection of 180,000 
bu. By sample No. 2 red sold at 88%@00\c, 
No. 3 spring at 764,@80c and No. 4 spring at 
67¢. The demand from millers was fairly 
good. A local milling concern reported a 
sale of 4,000 sacks of flour on an export 
order at about the best price of ‘the season. 


Active Trade in Oats. 


Another active day was passed in the oats 
market. Opinions on each side of the market 
are becoming more pronounced with both 
parties aggressive. The market started in 
strong. with wheat, shorts buying and the 
bulls quite enthusiastic. Subsequently the 
shorts put out new lines and the offerings 
were, not so well cared for. After an early 
gain of 4c the market broke 44@%c from the 
top, closing a shade better at 204,.@20%\c sell- 
ers and 20\%c bid, a net lossof %e. Receipts, 
while fairly large at 379 cars, were 31 less 
than expected, and 450 cars are estimated 
for Monday. There were no withdrawals 
from store and local stocks will probably 
show a large increase Monday. There is 
some interest manifested in March delivery, 
and 19c was bid at the close. Seaboard clear- 
ances were 195,000 bu. Carlots to go to store 
were 4@%c lower. Samples were off the 
same amount under an excessive supply of 
lightweight oats. 

The corn market was as dull as at any 
time this unusually slow week. The price 
range covered barely %c, and for long periods 
not a fluctuation was recorded. The feeling 
at the close was a shade easier with May at 
25%c. It sold up to 26%c early. Export 
movements were bullish. Argentine ship- 
ments were moderate at 984,000 bu, com- 
pared with 1,488,000 bu last week and 
648,000 bu last year.s The week's 
exports from this country were large at 
3,541,000 bu. Late in the day 296,000 bu of 
corn was reported as taken at the seaboard 
by foreigners. The final figures on the corn 
crop by the Illinois State authorities makes 
the yield 288,650,000 bu, and the area 6,900,000 
acres. Yesterday’s receipts were moderate 
at 238 cars, and the movement toward the 
market is likely to continue light as long as 
the mild weather lasts. Monday 245 cars are 
expected. Liverpool spot was 44d lower and 
futures steady. 

Receipts of Corp Moderate. 


Receipts at primary points for the week 
were 2,952,000 bu, against 1,902,000 bu last 
week and 8,196,000 bu for the same week last 
year. Exports were 350,000 bu. The cash 
situation showed no special change. No. 3 
by sample was \c higher and other grades 
steady.

Hogs Held Back to Eat Surplus Corn. 

While the speculative provision market 
was firm and closed with slight gains, trade 
was featureless and in light volume. Dur- 
ing the week the consideration has been the 
decreased movement of live hogs from first 
hands. Local receipts were 179,000, as 
against 223,000 a year ago. Packing for the 
week was figured at 796,000 hogs, against 
1,282,000 for the same period of 1895. Actual 
receipts on a number of days were under the 
estimates, and it is generally believed that 
the inside estiniates for this week are the 
ones to be depended on. Estimates varied 
from 40,000 to 50,000 hogs for Monday and 
from 180,000 to 200,000 for the week. The 
Western packing markets are not getting 
large receipts even on paying prices in some 
cases fully up to Chicago live hog quotations. 
Yesterday’s receipts at seven points were 
44,100, against 40,400 a yearago. The light 
receipts of hogs are not taken as suggesting 
searcity of supplies, but as showing the 
effect of heavy farm stocks of fine corn, 
which, at present prices, leaves but little 
above expenses of transportation to market. 
An illustration of the condition of affairs is 
furnished by the recent experience of a 
prominent Nebraska hog raiser and feeder. 
He is located here, and just received word 
that his people had,decided to unload five 
cars of hogs which were on their way here 
at the feeding stations to eat up some of the 
surplus corn. On anything like paying farm 
prices for corn hogs which are being held and 
fattened would long since have come to marf- 
ket. The condition of the hogs arriving 
makes the production of lard heavy, and as 
the best people in the trade seem to be 
against any advance at this time in lard 
the lard market is weak. There is a good 
Southern demand for heavy meats, and prob- 
ably for the first time in years heavy sides 
are bringing a premium over the current 
month delivery. Hately, Wolff, and repre- 
sentatives of the Eastern houses were mod- 
erate buyers yesterday, and on this and the 
light hog receipts and the firmness in wheat 
products ruled steady.

There is still some talk of an offer bein made 
of 70 cents on the dollar for the first — E. age 
bonds, but it is not believed the talk has anything 
to do with the General Electric railway. The 
talk now is of a sale of the property to some 
steam road, which would use it for a down-town 
terminal. Figured on a’basis of 70 cents for the 
first mortgage bonds and at the same rate for the 
second section bonds after they are scaled would 
make the property worth in the neighborhood of 
$7,500,000, A down-town terminal to a steam road 
which now has no tracks of its own into Chicago 
would be worth a large sum of money. It is 
figured, too, that it would be possible to have a 
terminal station somewhere south of Congress 
street for passenger trains exclusively and to 
operate the road for ordinary traffic. 

The Chicago General railway has arranged with 
the City railway company for the operation of 
cars on Twenty-second street from the river to 
Wabash avenue. This will give the Chicago Gen- 
eral direct connection with the State street and 
the Cottage Grove avenue cable cars. An agree- 
ment was reached some months ago whereby the’ 
Chicago General was given this permission, but 
it was afterwards withdrawn, owing to the ob- 
pactions of Charles T. Yerkes. There is a contract 
n existence between the City ewer and the 
West Chicago Street railway under which each 
Company. agrees to keep out of the territory of the 
other. he south branch of the river is made 
the dividing line, and Mr. Yerkes contended that 
the contract would be violated if the City rallway 
gave he Chicago General permission to run its 
cars east of the river on tracks owned by the 
City railway.

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AUSTRALIAN CROPS ARE A FAILURE. 


That Continent Will Have to Import 
5,000,000 Bushels of Wheat. 

Vancouver, B. C.; Dec. 10.—J.. 58. Larke, 
Canadian Trade Commissioner in Australia, 
has furnished the Vancouver Board of Trade 
with a statement as to the condition of Aus- 
tralia’s crops. He says that country will 
have to import over 5,000,000 bushels of 
wheat this year, owing to the failure of the 
harvest, and that the bulk of this importa- 
tion will come from America. Canadian 
merchants, he says, were late in the field, 
San Francisco firms having already secured 
a number of large orders. Mr. Larke, how- 
ever, declares that a large amount of wheat 
will yet be required, and urges Canadian 
merchants to more actively compete for or- 
ders. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 10.—The December 
returns to the Department of Agriculture 
show a considerable improvement in the con- 
dition of the cotton crop as compared with 
the last report. The following is the report- 
ed yield by States, as compared with last 
year: Alabama, 116; Arkansas, 112: Florida, 
110; Georgia, 110; Indian Territory, 118; Lou- 
isiana, 126; Mississippi, 112; Missouri, 120:

ECENTLY a Chicago railroad @is- 
played in its unclaimed parcel room 
five barrels of rubber overshoes and 
a box full of false teeth. Alt this 

property and more, during a period of six 
months, had been left on suburban and 
through trains by absent-minded passen- 
gers, The General Baggage Agent, upon 
béing asked what was the oddest occurrence 
of this kind, said that a woman once left on 


a train a 6-months-old baby, and she did not 
miss it until a trainman overtook her with 
the little bundle of humanity before she got 


outside of the train shed. It was not a case 


The railroads have different methods of tak- 
ing’ care and ome ay track of the stuff. 
That of the Illinois Central seems to be the 
most elaborate. A case of boxes, thirty- 
one in number, is labeled, one box for each 
day of the month. Into a box is placéd all 
the matter found on all the trains on the cor- 
responding date. When No. 81 ” is reached 
box No. 1 is emptied and the articles carried 
to the baggage store-room, and thus the 
filling and emptying goes om 365 times a 
year. Each article ie tagged, showing the 
date and ttain om which it was found. The 
tags are all numbered consecutively, so that 
a record and description of each article can 
be had. A stub of the tag is printed on a 
receipt to be signed by the claimant if re- 
claimed. A feature of thie plan is that a 
perfect record is kept of the smallest, moet 
inconsequential parcel. There are a certain 
number of tags, and im each case the com- 
pany has either the package or the tag. 

ales of unolalmed parcels are made once a 
year. The whole accumulation of one year 
is “‘ bundied.” Two or more small packages 
are tied in one, which is sold for all the way 
from 25 to 75 cents. Umbrellas are put up 
in dozen packages, and sokd at whatever they 
will bring, the work of selling being let out 
to the auction-house with which the best 
bargain can be made.

inal of. Bailey Prothero in the “ Rogue’s 
Comedy,’ except that the mountebank 
Vashti te young and beautiful and loved 
by Judah, whereas Prothero in the “ Rogue’s 
Comedy ”’ is an arrant swindler of no par- 
ticular attractiveness tntil the fi@al act, 
when he leaves the scene to save his son the 
embarrassment of an exposure. Here again 
we have a character drawn with all the 
fineness that Balzac could have achieved at 
his best, and with just a touch of truer 
pathos than the French author ever dis- 
played. 

In “The Masqueraders,” Mr. Jones re- 
turned for a moment to melodrama, whichis 
interesting as illustrating his theory or 
rather want of theory about the stage. In 
his bdok entitled the “‘ Renascence of the 
Drama,” the playwright has defended the 
melodrama upon the highest authority. He 
points out that Shakspeare’s plays are in 
reality nothing but poetic melodrama with 
here and there a dash of realism. And 
Ibsen, the master of the realistic cult, is 
far more of a symbolist than a genuine 
realist. There is a mysterious meaning in 
all his works, intangible at times, but always 
present, And when Mr. Jones details the 
four elements of dramatic art he names 
‘Beauty, Mystery, Passion, and Imagina- 
tion,”’ but realism is ‘conspicuous by its ab- 
sence. And yet thig is not apparently the 
final judgment of the author; for since 
“The Masqueraders”’ he has gone back to 
the more realistic style of play and given us 
“The Rogue’s Comedy,” which is probably 
the greatest of all his works. 

It is true, of course, that such a play is not 
merely realistic, it is not simply a produc- 
tion of outside life given with the faithful- 
ness of the camera. Asin every other kind 
of art, the main power lies in selection and 
composition, but as far as we oan call any 
dramatic work realistic we must include 
“The Rogue’s Comedy" under that head; 
at least it is not melodramatic. There is 
this great advantage, however, in realism as 
exploited py Mr. Jones. The true depicting 
of humanity does not, with him, necessitate 
an invasion of the dissecting-room. He, 
more than any other English playwright, has 
caught the spirit of Ibsen without following 
him in the letter and in everything he is 
sane, wherefore he is sure to appeal to the 


, Anglo-Saxon public, which, if it cares for art 


at all, prefers to have it withe mixture of 
common sense.

The recent apotheosis of Mme. Bernhardt 
was by no means intended to mark the limit 
of the French actress’ success. Aftera iong 
period of devotion to Sardou she has sudden- 
ly taken upon herself to strike out a new 
line and appear in male characters, of which 
the first she has essayed is that of Lorenz- 
accio in. Alfred de Musset’s well-known 
play. It is hinted ¢hat she will follow up 
her success in this venture by adding one 
more to the-ong list of the exponents of the 
part of Hamlet. But it is not likely that she 
will tempt fortune so farasthat, The char- 
acter of Lorenzaccio is qa different matter, 
and one which is pecullarly fitted for as- 
sumption by an actress. 

The young cousin of the Florentine despot 
is a weak, effeminate stripling, who faints 
away at the mere sight of a bare sword, and 
yet he is imbued with the idea of slaying a 
tyrant. He had already conceived a plan 
for making away with the life of Clement 
VIL, but was frustrated by a sudden ban- 
ishment from Rome. At the opening of the 
play he is established in Florence as the 
right hand of one of the most debauched 
rulers of the middle ages, Alexander de 
Medici. Just as Brutus was the friend of 
Cesar, so Lorenzo determines to assume a 
firm friendship for the man he means to de- 
stroy. Butheis morethanafriend. Brutus 
was Cesar’s comrade in arms: Lorenzo is 
Alexander’s comrade in vice. He becomes 
a panderer to the most lawless passions of the 
tyrant. No home in Florence is safe from 
the ravages of this monster. Wives and 
daughters are the victims of the Duke and 
his court, while the sons of the noblest fami- 
lies who would avenge these wrongs are sent 
into immediate exile. Lorenzo is looked 
upon by all as the most unutterable of crea- 
tures; the diminutive terminatton which was 
applied to his name is expressive of the con- 
tempt that was felt for his cowardice.

It is impossible not to observe the influence 
of Ibsen in every great Gramatic work of 
the present day, either in Germany or En- 
giand Even Paris has admitted the infiu- 
ence of the Scandinavian, and the Spanish 
theater has bowed to him as represented by 
José Echegaray. And what Ibsen teaches 
is mainly this: That the tragedy of today 
is different from the tragedy of yesterday. 
We are no longer moved by all the dead 
bodies in the last scene of Hamlet. We would 
eliminate, if Mr. Mansdicld would permit it, 
the death scene of Richard on the stage. It 
is not physical death which excites today 
our pity and terror, but the crucifying of 
the emotions. And so if it is said that Ibsen 
is powerful but horrible, that is all that is 
necessary for the satisfaction of the play- 


wright. He intends to be tragic and the: 


only way to be tragic is to exhibft the 
tenderest and most intimate of human emo- 
tions under the influence of mental torture. 
There we are touched, and if we eay on 
leaving the theater, *‘ That ie horrible,” we 
have said enough to justify the existence of 
the play. We don't go to see tragedy, as 
gome would appear to imagine, in order to 
be amused, but in order to be terrifie 
Ibsen succeeds in arousing terror by his 
vivid exhibition of the powers of heredity 
and the strength of innate qualities from 
whose congequences there is no escape. 
We may not like it, but if so we do not like 
tragedy and should confine our attentian to

MUSICIANS TALK OF COPYRIGHT BILL. 


Chicago Composers and Concert Sing- 
ers Approve the Meastre, but Think 
Charity Events Should Be Favored. 


Chicago music composers and concert 
singers generally favor the stringent copy- 
right bill which passed the Lower House of 
Congress on Thursday, although as a rule 
they consider some of its provisions too 
drastic. Musical publishers, however, do 
not favor it much, although they admit the 
necessity of some law on the question. 

, The bill makes it a misdemeanor for any 
one to publicly perform orrepresent without 
the consent of the author any copyrighted 
dramatic or musical production. The penal- 
ty is fixed at a year’simprisonment. No ex- 
ception ig made im the case of charitable or 
church entertainments, which fact provoked 
most of the adverse criticism made against 
it. 
. George Schielferth (Maywood), the com- 
poser of many popular songs, approved the 
bill with the exception of the charitable 
phase of it.

In opposition to’ his theory we 
have data to show that most of the individ- 
uals who have reached an extreme age have 
been of different, mold from the type he 
names, but even {his is not a safe basis to 
form an opinion on, as the human body takes 
on varying shapes after the middie period of 
life. Some individuals, for instance, will be- 
come attenuated as old age approaches, 


while others will become obese.” 
Close Examinations Are Necessary. 


Dr. James A. Lydeton is also am opponent 
of the Shrady idea. Hesays: “ It is strange 
that so noted a man as Dr. Shrady should 
put himself on record so strongly in an im- 
portant matter of this kind. Mere outward 
appearance is not and never can be a safe 
indication of physiological conditions exeept 
in the case of sick people. By this I mean 
those who are troubled with acute diseases. 
For instance, you can tell by a patient’s ap- 
pearance and temperature that he has an 
attack of fever, but you cannot.tell infalli- 
bly, from his appearance that he is or is not 
suffering from some disease of the heart or 


lungs or kidneys. These things can only be 
determined definitely by careful examina- 


tion. I have patients who are, according to 
Dr. Shrady’s idea, the very pictures of health 
and whose chances of longevity from his 
standipoint are of the best, and yet they are 
suffering from serious organic troubles. 
On the other hand I know of cases in 
which the individuals while far from 
filling the physical description outlined in 
the new theory are in perfect health and, 
barring accidents, have every reason to look 
for long life. Take the records of the army 
and navy and you will find that the lasters in 
the service, the men who withstand the 
hard work and who are generally in good 
physical condition, are the wiry. sinewy 
chaps; I don’t mean the excessively lean, 
attenuated kind, but those who are far from 
being what you could call big, robust men 
of the Hercules form, If I were to attempt 
to pick out, say a hundred individuals, for 
the purpose of establishing a type of longevi- 
ty I would not take the athletes nor others 
of large or overdeveloped frame.” 


THEY HUNT HUSBANDS ASSIDUOUSLY. 


London Barmaids Combine Romance 
with the Business of Serving 
Drinks. 


Under the title, ‘‘ Feminine Types in Lon- 
don,’ Jesse Francis Sheppard gives in the 
Nouvelle Revue an account of the London 
barmaids. ' f 

“They are recruited,” he says, “among 
the bourgeoisie as well as’among the lower 
Some of the most interesting types 
can ,be found in the bars or public houses 
of the West End, close to the fashionable 
theaters. Among them are very many per- 
fectly respectable girls, who have chosen 
the career of a barmaid in order to make 
a living, and, especially if they are pretty, 
to get a chance to catch a rich husband. 

“A public house, situated at the angle 
of one of the principal thoroughfares, is 
both a gilded palace and a mine of gold. 
It exercises a strange fascination upon the 
poor country bumpkins who have just 
enough to pay for a drink; but the dude 
coming out of a theater, the country green- 
horn, the fashionable snob, and the fre- 
quenter of the music halls are always to be 
found there. It is among these that the bar- 
maids hunt for a husband. If there is one 
class of London society more stupid than 
another it is that one which includes the 
frequenters of the public houses. With a 
pipe in his mouth anda glass of beer or 
whisky in front of him, the young English- 
man, dressed in fashionable style, with a 
slight and elegant figure and regular feat- 
ures, remains standing for more than an 
hour paying pretty little compliments to 
one or several of these women. 

The barmaid judges her customers by 
the cut of their clothes. If you want to at- 
tract her attention you must present your- 
self with a silk hat and a Handsome cane 
in your hand, and a suit cut in the latest 
fashion. The high hat is derigueur. With- 
out that there is no possible chance of suc- 
cess. 

*‘It was not without difficulty that I man- 
aged to get an interview with one of these 
young women, whose intelligence was equa! 
to her beauty. At first I was astonished at 
finding so much intelligence in an English 
girl; but I learned that she was Irish, and 
that explained the mystery. Her father 
was dead and her mother was left without 
‘resources. So she was determined to come 
to London and look for a husband, by pos- 
ing behind a bar in Piccadilly. 

“**] was hardly more than three days 
here,’ she said with an amiable and roguish 
air, ‘when I understood why it was that so 
many pretty English girls don’t get hus- 
banda When they are beautiful they are 
generally stupid. When they are intelligent 
they are cold, masculine, and ugly. English- 
men travel a great deal and meet in their 


‘remblings through the world very many 


sprightly women, and they do not care for 
pretty girls who don’t know how to chat 
with them.’ 

“* But in this mixture that come here to 
drink and chat,’ I said, ‘ how do you distin- 
guish the men of the world from the others?’ 

“**] recognize them by three things,’ she 
said boldly; ‘ by their figure, by their clothes, 
and by their complexion. For,the most part 
they are tall and thin, dressed in the latest 
fashion, and have a complexion more or less 
bronzed. This last trait is the surest sign.’ 
Seeing that I looked astonished she added: 
‘Nothing can be more simple. An English 
gentleman, if he has a fortune, passes three- 
fourths of his time hunting and in other 
open-air exercises. .The chaps who remain 
always in London have a paler and more del- 
icate complexion, and, moreover, the ex- 
pression of their faces is quite different 
from that of the others.’ 

* Noticing with what attention I was 
listening to her she contimued: ‘ The gentle- 
men that I refer to have nothing elegant 
about them .except their clothes, for their 
conversation lacks novelty. How can a 
man:who underetands nothing but hunting 
and cricket interest an intelligent woman? 
The conversation that goes on here in the 
name of wit makes me tired, but these gen- 
tleamen are the easiest of all to deceive. 
They are great big children in everything 
except sport and politics.’ 

“*But you are always engaged,’ I said, 
‘and it is difficult to get an opportunity to 
chat with you. You must already have had 
several. offers of marriage?’ 

“*T have been only one month here and 
I have already had three. Two were from 
very rith sportsmen; but riches alone won’t 
do for me. What I am after,’ she added, 
laughing, ‘is a title. You know I must 
have a. title.’ 

“At this moment the play in one of t*« 
neighboring theaters was over and the pub- 
lic house was invaded by a crowd of men, 
more or less stylish. The beautiful Irish girl 
kept herself somewhat aloof and only served 
customers that had the appearance of gen- 
tlemen. 

* Weil, I left London. A few morths after- 
ward, on returning there, I wanted to see 
once more my beautiful Irish barmaid. She 
was gone. Another lady was in her place, 
amd she tald me that Mise Clara had left 
to marry the second son of a prominent 
nobleman.’’

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LL the admirers of that clever writer 
and keen observer, Alexis de Tocque- 
ville, will rejoice in this new book 
from his pen, which is edited by his 

grandson, translated by A. T. de Mattos, 
an@ published by the Macmillan company. 
De Tocquevilleés ‘‘ Democracy in America,” 


‘though written in 1835, is still the best book 


on the subject. The nearest approach to it 
is Prof. James Bryce’s “ American Com- 
monwealth,” a book that has frequently 
been compared with the famous French 
Work. 

De Tocqueville was born in 1805, and as 
soon as he was old enough entered public 
life, for which he seemed to have been pecul- 
farly fitted. He was one of the wisest and 
best friends of the republic and had a 
shrewd opinion of the men who were in 


-power at that time He was still a young 


man when he retired from active public life, 
and went to Normandy and afterwards to 
Italy in search of peace and quiet. It was 
while in retirement and while filled with 
the gravity of the situgtion at home that 
he wrote these recollections. At that time 
they were mere notes jotted down on bits of 


paper, but afterwards in his old age they 


were written out with great care. 

Jots Down His Honest Impressions. 

In his introductory chapter De Tocque- 
ville says: “ These recollections shall be a 
relaxation of the mind rather than a contri- 
bution to literature. I write them for my- 
self alone.”” He did, however, give his con- 
sent to their publication. “ They shall,” he 
gays, “‘ be a mirror in which I will amuse my- 
self in contemplating my contemporaries and 
myself; not a picture painted for the public. 
My most intimate friends shall not see them, 
for I wish to retain the liberty of depicting 
them as I shall depict myself, without flat- 
tery. ina word I wish this expression 
of my recollections to be a sincere one, and 
to effect this it is essential that it should re- 
main absolutely secret.” This resolve ac- 
counts’ for the frankness of the writer, a 
frankness that he did not tone down even 
when he gave his consent to the publication 


of the manuscript. 

It is a rare treat to get hold of a book suth 
as this, and I find it a great rest and relaxa- 
ion after a‘day of. mental strain. 
ike to quote from every page. For instance 
this that he says about the rule of the bour- 
geols: 

Faults of Bourgeois Rule. 

“No sooner had the revolution of 1830 be- 
come an accomplished fact than there en- 
sued a great lull in political passion, a sort 
of general subsidence, accompanied by a 
rapid increase in the public weaith. The 
particular spirit of the middle class, became 
the general spirit of the government, it 
ruled the latter’s foreign policy as well as 
affairs at home: an active industrious spirit, 
often dishonorable, generally sober, occa- 
sionally reckless through vanity or egoism, 
but tintid by temperament, moderate in all 
things except its love of ease and comfort, 
and wholly undistinguished. It was a spirit 
which, mingled with that of the people of 
the aristocracy, can do wonders, but which, 
by itself, will never produce more than a 
government shorn of both virtue and great- 
Master of everything, in a manner 
that no aristocracy’ had ever been or may 
ever hope to be, the middle class, when 
called upon to assume the government, took 
it up as atrade. It intrenched itself behind 
its powers, and before long, in their egoism, 
each.of the members thought more of his 
private business than of public affairs, and 
of his personal enjoyment than of the great- 
ness of the nation. 

** Posterity, which sees none but the more 
dazzling crimes, and which loses sight in 
general of mere vices, will never, perhaps, 
know to what extent the government of that 
day, towards its close, assumed the ways of 
a trading company, which conducts all its 
transactions with a view to the profits accru- 
ing to the shareholders.”’ 


Interview with Louis Philippe. 


In the foregoing paragraph one sees the 
observing mind. Alsoin what M. de Tocque- 
ville has to say of Louis Philippe. He had 
one interview with that monarch which is 
of special interest to Americans, because 
he talked of nothing but America. Indeed, 
he talked so well that M. de Tocqueville, who 
was pretty full of the subject, could get in 
no remarks. The King did all the talking, 
and this severe critic says that he talked in- 
terestingly. ‘“*‘ He described places as though 
he saw them before him; he recalled the dis- 
tinguished men whom he had met forty 
years ago as though he had seep them the 
day before: he mentioned their names in 
full, Christian name and surname, gave 
their ages at the time, related their histories, 
their pedigrees, their posterity with marvel- 
ous exactness and with Infinite though in 
no way tedious detail.” 

One can have no doubt as to De Tocque- 
ville’s opinion of Lamartine. He admits 
the keen transports to which Lamartine’s 
presence gave rise, but he adds “ one must 
have seen love thus stimulated by fear to 
know to what excess of idolatry men are cap- 
able of loving.’’ He believes Lamartine to 
have been the greatest liar in history, and he 
adds: ‘‘I do not know that I have ever, in 
this world of selfishness and ambition in 
which I have lived, met a mind so void of 
any thought of the public welfare as his.”’ 


Dines with George Sand. 


M. de Tocqueville did not spend all of his 
time among politicians, for he gives a most 
interesting account of Mme. Georges Sand, 
the irregularities of whose life are being 
vigorously discussed in Paris; today. He 
met her at the house of Monckton Milnes, 
afterward Lord Houghton. ‘ Milnes,” he 
says, “was a clever fellow who did, and, 
what is rarer, said many foolish, things. 
: I have always seen Milnes infatuated 
with something or somebody. This time he 
was smitten with Mme. Sand, and notwith- 
standing the seriousness of events had in- 
sisted upon giving her a literary dejeuner, 
nce Milnes placed me next to Mme, Sand. 
TI’ had never spoken to her, and I doubt 
whether I had ever seen her (I had lived lit- 
tle in the world of literary adventurers 
which she frequented). One of my friends 
asked her one day what she thought of my 
book on America and she answered: ‘ Mon- 
sieur, I am only accustomed to read the 
books which are presented to me by their au- 
thors.’ I was strangely prejudiced against 
Mime. Sand, for I loathe women who write, 
especially those who systematically disguise 
the weaknesses of their sex instead of in- 
teresting us by displaying them in their true 
character. Nevertheless she pleased me. I 
thought her features rather massive, but 
her. expression admirable; all her mind 
seemed to have taken refuge in her eyes, 
abandoning the rest of her face to matter,” 
which seems to me to be about as good a 
description of Georges Sands’ appearance 
as I ever read. They talked for an hour on 
the subject of politics and what she said 
struck this skilled politician greatly. ‘*‘ Mme. 
Sand.’ he writes, ‘‘ depicted to me in great 
detail and with singular vivacity the condi- 
tion of the Paris workingmen, their organi- 
gation, their numbers, their arms, their 
preparations, their thoughts, their passions, 
their terrible resolves. I thought the pict- 
ure overloaded, but it was not, as subse- 
quent events clearly proved.” 

When I say that this book Is as interesting 
as a novel I mean that novel-readers will 
find it so, but those who are not novel-read- 
ers will think that it compares favorably 
with any volume of recollections that they 


have ever read.

ELECTRIC LIGHTS FOR VEHICLES. 


Philadelphia Engineer Devises a Tiny 
llluminating Plant for Use on 
Carriages. 


What is probably the smallest complete 


illuminating plant ever constructed hae just. : 


been built by A. Graner, an electrical en-, 
gineer of Philadelphia. He has devised and 
constructed a small light for vehicles which 
throws a beam penetrating the darkest 
gloom and clearly revealing all objects at a 
distance of 100 feet ahead. The point of 
light projected by this tiny lamp can be 
clearly diseerned as it moves across a sur- 
face more than 200 feet away: The deviceis 
nothing less than. a miniature search light. 
The light ts supplied by the smallest stor- 
age battery that has ever been utilized for 
lighting. .Heretofore it has Deen necessary 
to resort to large batteries weighing from 
sixty to 100 pounds for this purpose, but the 
inventor has managed to make a fifteen- 
pound battery supply a light for eight hours 
without agy perceptible diminution in its 
power. This battery can be recharged by a 
few bluestone jars if a‘centra!l station is con-

venient, but it can be more quickly done at 
one of these generating plants and at a cost 
which makes the electric light quite as cheap 
as an inferior oil lamp. 

Angther noteworthy feature of the lamp is 
an ingenious method of establishing the con- 
nection between the lamp and the battery 
without the necessity of making the wire 
connections. The battery once fixed in its 
place under the seat remains there until its 
power is spent. The lamp, however, for the 
purpose of protection from thieves or acel- 
dent, may be taken off and put on at pleas- 
ure. As the lamp is put into its place the 
current is made through the brackets which 
support it. If desired the lamp can be fixed 
on the tongue of the carriage instead of the 
dashboard.

One man, who owns two corner stands, and 
who claims to have originated not only the 
custom of selling holly and evergreen 
wreaths on the street corners, but also to 
have had the first street flower stand in 
Chicago, says he sold over 9,000 wreaths in 
four days last year and cleared between 
$600 and $700 during that time. Another 
street “merchant makes a yearly profit of 
$500 and pays for the making of the wreaths, 
and still another has over a thousand yards 
of “yard stuff’ contracted for already. 
From thes@ figures some idea of the magni- 


tude of the business, which can only be fol- 


The spruce, or to use the botanical name, 
the lacapodium, which is used for wreaths 
and decorative purposes, comes from the 
Wisconsin woods. It is gathered by the 
Indians for one cent a pound, and retails in 


hundred-pound crates. Unlike the holly it, 


is carefully weighed both before and after 
shipping. The average price for the spruce 
twigs is $4 a crate. Occasionally it more 
than doubles that amount, but this season it 
has been as low as $2.85, although the supply 
is none too plentiful, and higher prices are 
expected. The spruce wreaths are quite as 
popular as the holly, and spruce is used en- 
tirely for the evergreen — 

Mistletoe is sold by the barrel and is the 
best of all Christmas greens upon which to 
make money. The wholesale price rarely 
exceeds $5 a barrel, and as the tiniest spray 
retails readily for 10 cents it will be seen that 

«there is a splendid chance for profit. One 
large dealer in this class of goods says if the 
mistletoe shippers new the real value of the 
mystic parasite they would double the price. 
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Not the Least Importsrt of » Chicago Policeman’s Many Duties, 
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times and the will of the men who hire th 
work done. Double holly wreaths are weeth 
three four cents apiece, and it takes a 
rapid worker about twenty minutes to make 
one. Those who do the work year after year 
manage tO make twa in half an hour, but 
the beginners—and it is they who make up 
the most of the wreaths which Chicago peo-~ 
ple y—consume twenty-five minutes over 
a double wreath, with half that time for a 
single one, and the sum ofmoney earned dur- 
ing a ten-hour day will not average over 75 
cents. It frequently falls much lower than 
that and the “yard stuff” is no better. 
Three-quarters of a cent a yard or 75 cents 
for 100 yards is the regular price and it is a 
quick worker who makes 100 yards a day! 

The Italians, who are taking up the manu- 
facturs of wreaths more generally each year, 
hire the work done in a different way. They 
pay their employés a small salary, together 
with board, and the girls who work for them 
often labor all day and nearly all night for 
eager weeks before Christmas.
